The 
bourgeoisie.    Why?    Because'the  bourgeoisie  iepi«h 
seh]t  satisfied  self-interest    Yesterday  i^petite  was 
felt,  to-day  fulness,  and  to-morrow  satiety.     The 
phenomenon  of  1814,  after  Napoleon,  was  reproduced 
in  1830  after  Charies  X.    Attempts  have  been  made, 
though  wrongly,  to  convert  the  bourgeoisie  into  a 
oImb,  but  they  are  iperdy  the  contented  portion  cf 
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the  population.  The  bouii^(eois  is  a  man  who  haa  at 
last  time  to  sit  down,  and  a  ohair  ia  not  a  caate. 
But  through  a  desire  to  sit  down  too  soon,  the  pro* 
gresB  of  the  human  race  may  be  arrested,  and  this 
has  frequently  been  t)j^|ikult  of  the  bourgeoisie ;  and 
people  are  not  a  ^|jpi|^|U»uBe  thej  commit  a  (kult, 
and  selfishness  ii^^n^'^one  oC.  the  divisions  of  the 
social  order.  However,  as  we  must  be  Just  cTen 
towards  selfishness,  the  condition  for  which  that  por», 
_tion  o£  the  aaUon  called  the  bourgeoisie  yearned  after^ 
the  shock  of  1830  was  not  inertness,  which  is  conw 
plicated  with  indifference  and  sloth,  and  contains  a 
little  shame;  nor  was  it  sleep,  which  presupposes  a 
momentary  oblivion  accessible  to  dreams,  but  it  was 
a  halt  This  word  contains  a  double,  singular,  and 
almost  contradictory  meaning,  for  it  implies  troops 
on  the  march,  that  is  to  say,  movement,  and  a  stop- 
page, that  is  to  say,  rsst  A  halt  is  the  restoration 
of  strength,  it  is  repose  armed  aiid  awake,  it  is  the 
accomplished  fact,  posting  its  sentries  and  standing 
on  guard.  A  halt  presupposes  a  combat  yesterdiu^ 
and  a  combat  to-morrow, — it  is  the  interlude  b^ 
tween  1830  and  1848; 

What  we  here  call  combat  may  also  be  called  ' 
progress.  Hence  the  bourgeoisie  as  well  as  the 
statesmen  required  a  man  who  expressed  the  idea  of 
a  halt,  an  "  although-because,"  a  composite  individ- 
nality  signifying  revolution  and  stability ;  in  othen 
words,  strengthening  the  present  by  the  evident  com- 
patibility  of  the  past  with  the  future.  This  man 
^ras  found  "ready-made,"  and  his  name  was  Louis 
I^ilippe  d'Orl^ans.    The  221  made  Louis  Philippe ' 
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king,  and  Ufajrette  undertook  the  coyonatlon  He 
named  him  "  the  bent  of  Republica,"  and  the  Town 
Hall  of  Paris  wm  Bubetituted  for  the  CathednU  of 
llheims.  This  substitution  of  a  half-throne  for  h 
complete  %one  was  "tlio  work  of  1830."  When 
the  clever^men  had  completed  their  task,  the  iro- 
mense  fault  of  their  solution  was  apparent ;  aU  this 
T  ^  ***»"«  *>«yon«l  the  pale  of  »6i^ute  right, 
which  Shouted,  «I  protest  I"  and  then,  formidable 
thidg,  receded  into  the  darkness. 
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CHAPTER    IIL 

liOJJUi  PHIUPPB* 


RivoLunoNB  have  a  terrible  arm  and  a  kAy 
hand;  they  hit  haid  and  chocme  weU.  Even  when 
ineomptote,  hattaidifed,  and  reduced  to  the  iUte  of 
a  yoonger  revolution,  like  that  of  1830,  they  newly 
alwajB  retain  sufficient  providential  light  not  to  fidl 
badly,  and  their  edipae  is  never  an  abdication.  StiU, 
we  must  not  boaat  too  loudly,  for  revolutions  ttoa- 
aelvea  are  mistaken,  and  grave  errors  have  been 
witnessed  ere  noF.  Let  us  return  to  1830,  which 
was  fortunate  in  its  deviation.  Ito  the  estabhshment 
which  was  called  order  after  the  revolution  was  cut 
Bhort,  the  king  was  worth  more  than  the  Royalty. 

Louis  Philippe  was  a  rare  man.  ^ 

Bon  of  a  fiither  to  whom  history  will  certainly  grant 

extenuating  circumstances,  but  as  worthy  of  esteem 
«»  his  father  was  of  bhwne ;  possessing  aU  the  private 
virtues  and  several  of  the  public  virtues ;  careftil  of 
his  health,  his  fortune,  his  person,  and  his  business 
affidrs ;  knowing  the  value  of  a  minute,  but  not  al- 
ways the  value  of  a  year ;  sober,  serious,  peaceful, 
and  patieni;  a  good  man  and  a  good  prince ;  sleep- 
ing  witti  his  wife,  and  having  in  his  palace  lackeys 
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WhoM  bunnoM  il  wm  to  show  tho  ooi^ugd  ooaoli  to 
the  oilv-.m  rogular  ostentation  which  had  growii 
nMjftil  after  the  old  Ulegitimate  diipla^  of  the  elder 
bmnoh ;  acquainted  with  aU  the  langnagei  of  Europe, 
and,  what  ia  rarer  etiU,  with  all  the  langui^ea  of  aU 
the  inteiwta,  and  speaking  them ;  an  admiimble  leii-- 
ime^Utive  of  the  "middle  chHMs/'  hot  mupuung' 
them,  and  in  every  waj  greater;  posMHing  the  e». 
ajlitot  eenae,  whUe  appradatiiig   tho  blood  ftom- 


Which  he  iprang,  of  claiming  merit  for  hit  peimal 

valne,  and  very  particular  on  the  quertion  of  hie  face 
by  declaring  himedf  an  Origans  and  not  a  Bourbon  • ' 
a  thorough  fint  prince  of  the  Wood,  lo  long  a.  hi 
had  only  been  Moit  Serene  Highne«,  but  a  fimnk 
bouigeoM  on  the  di^  when  he  became  Hia  Maietty  • 
dHRue  m  public,  and  condae  in  private  lifb ;  bimnded 
as  a  miaer,  but  not  proved  to  be  one;  in  reaUtyi  one 

of  those  saving  men  who  are  easUy  prodigal  to  satisfr 
the^^pnoes  or  their  duty;  well  read  and  faring  but 
htUe  for  literature ;  a  gentleman  but  not  a  cavaUer  • 
«mpl^,  calm,  and  strong;  adored  by  his  fiunily  and  hii 
hous^old ;  a  seductive  speaker,  a  statesman  who  had 
lost  his  lUmdomi,  coldJiearted,  swayed  by  the  imme. 
diate  interest,  governing  from  hand  to  mouth;  inca. 
prt»le  of  rancor  and  of  gratitude;  pitUessly  employing 
ftupcnontaes  upon  mediocrities,  and  dever  in  oo^ 
fomiding  by  pwliamentaiy  majorities  tiiose  mysterious 
unaniniities  which  growl  hoarsely  beneath  tiirones  • 
«JM«ve,  at  times  imprudent  in  his  expamdveness! 
but  dmplaying  marveUous  skill  in  his  imprudence

^  general  at  Valmy,  a  private  at  Jeramappea ;  eight 
timea  attacked  by  resicidea,  and  always  emiling; 
brave  aa  a  grenadier,  and  courageous  as  a  thinker ; 
'  Bierely  anxious  about  tlie  chances  of  a  European  con- 
Tulsion,  and  unfitted  for  great  political  adventures; 
fver  ready  to  risk  his  life,  but  not  his  work ;  disguis- 
ing his  will  in  influence  for  the  sake  of  being  ob^ed 
•s  an  intellect  rather  thim  as  king ;  gifted  with  ob^ 
"aervation  and  not  with  divination ;  paying  but  slight 
'  ittention  to  minds,  but  a  good  judge  of  IB911, — that  ia 
*  to  say,  requiring  to  see  ere  he  oould  judge ;  endowed 
with  prompt  and  penetrating  sense,  practical  wisdom;

■odetj  bleeds  firam  this  conflict,  but  what  is  ita  suf- 
fering to^laj  will  be  its  salvation  at  a  later  date; 
•nd  in  any  case  those  who  struggle  must  not  be 
blamed,  for  one  party  must  be  mistaken.  Right 
does  not  stand,  like  the  Oolossus  of  Rhodes,  on  two 
shores  at  once,  with  one  foot  in  the  republic,  the 
other  in  royalty,  but  is  indivisible,  and  entire^  on 
one  side ;  those  who  are  mistaken  are  honestly  mia- 
taken,  aini  a  blind  man  is  no  more  a  culprit  than  ^

Lei  ns  finish  onr  statement:  The  Oorwiimiiit  of  ' 
1890  bad  a  hard  life  of  it  from  the  beg^ming,  andf^ 
bora  yeaterdi^  it  was  obliged  to  combat  t»day. 
Boaioa  installed,  it  felt  everywhere  the  vague  move- 
ments  of  feotion  beneath  the  foundation  of  Jnly, 
whioli  had  so  recently  been  laid,  and  was  still  any- 
thnv  bttt  solid.    Resistance  sprang  up  on  the  mor- 
row, and  mighty  perlii^  have  been  bom  on  the  dag^ 
befeit,  and  from  Inonth  to  month  the  hoitilitiy  in- 
oraMed;  and  instead  of  being  duU  beoame  patents 
The  fevohition  of  Jnly,  frowned  upon  bj  Unp  oat  ^ 
of  IVanoei  was  diversely  interpreted  in  FhuMe.   Qod 
imparta  to  men  His  will  viable  in  events,  an  obsonie 
te^  written  in  a  mysterious  language.    Men  «t  onoe 
make  theHMelves  tifuialationB  of  it, —hasty,  faieorreot 
traailaiioiis,  frdl  of  errors,  g^M,  and  misiuidenrtand* 
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fngB.    Very  few  minds  oompreliend  the  diyine  Ian- 
giiage;    the  more  ngadoiui,  the  calmer,  and  the 
more  profound  decipher  slowlj,  and  when  thej  arrive 
iHth, their  version,  the  work  has  been  done  loqg 
before  ;  there  are  ahreadj  twentj  translations  olSinsd 
for  sale.    From  each  translation  spritigs  a  party,  and 
from  each  misunderstanding  a  failure,  and  each  jmrty 
beUevee  that  it  has  the  only  true  text,  and  etbh  iko- 
tion    believes  that  it   possesses  the  light     Often 
enough  power  itself  is  a  faction,  and  there  are  in 
revolutions   men  who  swim   against  the ^  current; 
th<)y  are  the  old  parties.    As  revolutions  issue  ftmn 
■  the  right  to  revolt,  the  old  parties  that  ding  to  heir- 
dom bj  grace  of  God  fency  that  they  have  a  right  to 
revolt  against  them;  but  this  is  an  error,  for  in  revo- 
lutionsthe  rebel  is  not  the  people  but  the  king. 
Revolution  is  precisely  the  contrary  of  revolt ;  every 
levohition,  being  a  normal  accomplishment,  contains 
Its  Intimacy  within  itself,  which  fiUse  revolutionists 
iometimes  dishonor,  but  whjch  endures  even  when 
wllied,  and  survives  even  when  bleeding.

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ently,  but  quite  m  much.  Thinking  men  mediteted, 
while  the  soil,  that  is  to  aajr,  the  people,  traveraed  bj 
revolutionftiy  ourrontt,  trembled  beneath  them  ^th 
vague  epileptic  ihocka.  Theeo  thinker^,  some  isolated, 
but  othen  MsemUed  in  families  and  almost  in  oom- 
munities,  stirred  up  social  questions  peaoefUllj  but 
deoplj ;  thej  were  impassive  miners,  who  quietlj  holr 
lowed  their  galleries  beneath  volcanoes,  scarce  dis- 
turbed by  the  dull  commotions  and  the  fires  of  which 
th^  caught  a  glimpse.  This  tranquillity  was  not  the 
least  beautify  spectacle  of  this  agitated  epoch,  and 
these  men  left  to  political  parties  the  question  of 
rights,  to  trouble  themselves  abolit  the  question  of 
happincM.  What  they  wished  to  extract  firom  society 
was  the  welfare  of  man ;  hence  they  elevated  material 
questions,  and  <]^ueetions  about  agriculture,  trade,  and 
commerce,  almost  to  the  dignity  of  a  religion.  In  dviU- 
ntion,  such  as  it  has  been  constituted  a  little  by  Qod

gists of  politics.  These  men,  who  grouped  them- 
selves under  different  appelUtionB,  but  who  mij  all 
be  designated  by  the  generic  title  of  sooialiBtSy  tried 
to  pieroe  this  rock  and  cause  the  living  witen  of 
human  felicity  to  gush  forth ;  their  lisbon.  embraoed  < 
all  questions,  firom  that  of  the  scaffold  to  that  of  #ar, 
and  they  added  to  the  pghts  of  man  as  prodaimed  by 
the  IVench  revolutions,  the  righta  of  the  .woman  and

England  solfea  the  fiirt  of  theab  two  problem,-^ 
she  ereatea  wealth  admirably,  buii^diatributes  itlwdly. 
TUa  solution,  which  is  completely  oi^  one  aide,  fiitally 
leads  her  to  theds  two  extremes, — monstrous  opulence 
and  monstrous  misery ;  all  the  ei\joyments  belong  to 
the  few,  all  the  privations  to  the  rest,  that  {is  to  say, 
to  the  people,  and  prtyil«gea,  ezoeptiona,  njiomipoly, 
and  feudalism  luring  up  from  labor  itsdHj  It  is  a 
felse  and  dangerous  situation  to  base  public  power 
on  printo  want»and  to  root  the  grandefiilr  of  the 
state  in  the  sufferings  of  the  individual ;  it  ip  a  badly 
oompoeed  grandeur,  in  which  all  the  miiterial  ele- 
i^ients  an  oombined,  in,  whiob  Jio  noiifi  element 
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iiiai.  Communiiiiii  and  the  agnuruui  Uw  hnej  thai 
thej  Bolve  the  H«c»n<l  qumtion,  but  thoj  are  miiitakeii. 
Their  distribution  killn  prtMluotion,  and  equal  divkioa 
dettroja  emulation  and  consequently  Ubor.  It  k  * 
distribution  made  bj  the  butcher  who  slaughters 
what  he  divides.  Henoe  it  is  impossible  to  be  sati»> 
fied  with  these  pretended  solutions,  for  killing  riches 
is.  not  distributing  thenp.  The  two  problems  must 
be  solved  together  in  order  to  bo  properly  solved ;  the 
two  solutions  demand  to  be  combined,  and  only  form 
one.  If  you  solve  but  the  first  of  thcSe  problems 
you  will  be  Venice,  you  will  be  England;  yon  will 
have,  like  Venice,  an  artificial  power,  like  England,,  a 
material  power,  and  you  will  be  the  wicked  rich 
man ;  you  will  perish  by  violence,  as  Venice  died,  or 
hj  bankruptcy,  as  England  will  fall ;  and  the  world 
irUl  leave  you  to  die  and  fidl,  because  it  allows  every- 
thing to  die  and  M  which  is  s6lely  selfishness^  and 
everything  which  does  not  represent  a  virtue  or  an 
idea  to,,  the  human  race.  Of  course  it  will  be  under, 
stood  that  by  the  words  Venice  and  England  we  do 
hotmem^the'^ples,  but  the  social  oonstruotionB ; 
the  oUgarohies'that  weigh  down  the  nations,  but  not 
the  iiati9ns  themselves.  Nations  ever  have  our  n- 
speot  and  qrmpftUiy.  Venice,  as  a  people,  will  live 
again;  iSiigland,  as  the  aristocracy,  will  &U,  but 
England  the  nation  is  immortal.  This  Midy  kt  na

Thoao  dootriiiflf,  theories,  and  resistances ;  the  lui- 
expeotod  nooossity  for  the  statesman  of  settling  with 
tho  phUoeophora ;  gtimpses  amght  of  conftued  evi- 
denoes ;  a  now  policy  to  create,  agreeing  with  the  old 
\worid,  while  not  disagreeing  too  greatly  from  the  revo- 
hitionaiy  ideal,  a  situation  in  which  Lafiiyetto  must 
)be  used  io  defend  Polignao,  the  intuition  of  progress 
apparent  behind  the  riots,  the  chambers,  and  the 
■tieet ;  the  king's  feith  in  the  revolution ;  rivalries 
to  be  balanced  around  him,  possibly  some  eventual 
mgnaiion  sprung  ftom  the  vague  acoBptanoe  of  a 
definite  and  superior  right ;  his  wish  to  remain  hero, 
hia  laoe,  his  femily  affectionB,  his  sinoere  respect  for 
the  people,  and  l^jswiKfni  honesty,  —  all  these  painfUly 
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aifecUNi  liouin  Philippe,  ami  al  iitncNi,  though  ho  wm 
mi  ntrong  wd  o<mnige<}uii,  onuihod  him  Iwneath  the 
difficulty  of  being  a  king.  He  felt  beneath  hia  feel 
§  fumiidabk  diMiitogmtion,  which,  however,  waa  nol 
a  crumbling  to  duiit,  aa  France  wa«  more  France  than 
ever.  Dark  itorm-cloudii  wore  pollocte<l  on  the  hori- 
ion ;  a  strange,  gra<ljuanj  incroaaing  nhodow  waa  ex- 
mmt  thingB,  and  ideaa;  il  Wit  ft  ihadow 


that  iprang  from  anger  and  njiitema.  Ererything 
that  Had  been  haatiljr  aupproaiied  ntirred  and  fer- 
mented, and  at  timoa  the  coniicionco  of  the  honeel 
man  held  ita  breath,  aa  there  waa  auoh  an  uneaaj 
feeling  produced  by  this  atmoephere,  in  which  aoph- 
isma  were  mixed  with  trutha.  Minda  trembled  in 
the^  social  anxiety,  like  leavea  on  the  approach  of 
a  stdrm,  and  the  electric  tension  waa  such  that  at 
JMime  momenta  the  firat-comer,  a  stranger,  would  pro- 
duce a  flaah,  but  then  the  twilight  obacurity  fell  over 
the  whole  scene  again.  At  intervals,  deep  and  mut- 
tered rolling  allowed  an  opinion  to  be  formed  of  the 
amount  of  lightning  which  the  cloud  must  contain. 

Twenty  months  had  scarce  elapsed  since  the  revo- 
lution of  July,  and  the  year  1832  opened  with  an 
imminent  and  UMnadn^  appearance.  The  distreat 
of  the  people,  woHmRin  without  bread;  the  Prince 
of  Cond^  Suddenly  departed  from  the  world ;  Brua- 
sels  expelling  the  l^assaus,  aa  Paris  had  done  the 
^ourbons ;  Belgium  offering  itself  to  a  French  prince 
And  given  to  an  English  prince ;  the  Riuaian  hatred 
of  Nicholaa ;  behind  us  two  demons  of  the  South, 
Ferdinand  in  Spain  and  Miguel  in  Fortngal;  the 
oarth  trembling  in  Italy ;  Mettemfch  ^retching  out 
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bk  hAod  over  ilol<igiui ;  Fmnoe  oonfttmlinf  Auairlft 
•I  Aiiooaa ;  in  Um  Norih  Um  ■inkier  ■ouimI  of  a  h«m. 
Mr,  tadoaing  I'uUiid  aiain  in  iia  ooAn ;  thrvNighoal

All  at  once,  toward  the  second  half  of  Febniaryi^ 

1832,  it  ^aa  discovered  that   Bnyon,  the  sleepy- 

looking  map,  had  had  three  messages  delivered,  not 

*  in  his  own  name,  but  in  those  oC  his  comrades,  by 

•the  prison  porters.      These  messages  had  cost  him 

My  sous  altogether,  an  exorbitant  sum,  which  aj^ 


tracted  the  sergeant's  attention.     After  making  in- 
quiries and  consulting  the  tariff  of  messages  hung 
^p  in  the  prisoners'   visiting  room,  this  authority 
found  out  that  the  fifty  sous  were  thus  divided,— 
one  message  to  the  Pantli6on,  ten^lps;  one.  to  Val 
de  Grftce,  fifteen  sous ;  and  one  to  ^  Barrifere  de 
GreneUe,  twenty^ve  8ou8>e  latterl|i«  the  fiearert 
•  in  the  whole  lisl^    Now  at  these  veffplaces  resided 
these  very  dangeroun  prowlers  at  the  barrifere,  Krai- 
<Jenier8  a/icw  Bizarro,  Glorious  an  ex-qpnvict,  and 
Stop-the-coach,  and  the  attention  of  the  police  was 
*    directed  to  these  through  thb  incident     It  was  a^ 
Bumed  that  these  men  belonged  to  Patron  Mifiette, 
of  which  band  two  chiefs,  Babet  and  Guefilpmer, 
were  loekecf  up.     It  was  supposed  that  Bnyon's 
messages,  wldich  were  not  delivered  at  the  houses, 
-but  to  persons  waiting  in  the  street,  contained  infor- 
mation about  some   meditated  crime,      The  three 
"ruffians  were  arrested,  and  the  police  believed. they 
had  seepted  some  machination  <#Brujon'8.      .  -       . 

A  week  after  these  measures  had  been  taken,  a 
night  wtftchmao  who  v.  as  inspecting  the  gijjtind-fioor 
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Bloepkig  ward  of  the  BAtfnicnt  lifciif;  wan  Juiit  pludng 
Inn  chestnut  ill  the  box  (this  waa  the  method  cui- 
plojrod  to  make  sure  that  the  watchmen  dkr  their 
duty  properly ;  every  hour  a  chestnut  must  be  dropinxl 
into  all  this  boxes  nailed  on  the  doors.of  the  sloping 
wards),  when  he  saw  through  the  peoivhole  Bnyon 
sitting  up  in  bed  and  writing  something.  The  watch- 
man went  in,  Bnyon  was  placed  in  solitary  confine- 
ment for  a  month,  but  what  he  had  written  could 
not  be  found.  Hence  the  police  were  just  aa  wise  as 
befpre.  One  thing  is  certain,  that  on  the  next  day  a 
"pdstilion"  was  tljrown  from  Charlemagne  into  the 
Lion'a  Den  ovei^the  five-storied  building  that  sepa- 
rated the  two  yiids.  jPrispncrs  give  the  name  of 
"postilion"  to  a  bjlU^f  artistically  moulded  bread, 
which  is  senf  lA  *TOland,"  th^t  is  to  say,  thrown 


from  one  yar«Hi^  another.  This  ball  falli  into  the 
yard,  tt||^nyin  who  picks  it  up  opens  it  and  finds  in 
it  a  ii6fe^a4dres8|^  to  some  prfsoiier  in  the  yard.  If 
it  be  a  prisoner  ^ho  finds  tjift  note  he  delivers  it  to 
the  right  address;  if  it  beagua^,  or  one  of  thos^ 
secretly-bought  priscgiers,  called  "  sheep  '  in  prisoffe, 
and  "foxes  "  at  the  galleys,  the  note  is  carried  to  the 
wicket  and  delivered  to  the  police.  This  time  the 
postilion  reached  ite  address,  MtHqilgh  the  man  for 
whom  it  was  intflJndei  was  at  the  time-  in  a  separate 
cell.  Tliis  person  was  no  other  than  Babet,  one  of 
the  four  beads  of  Patron  Minette.  It  contained  a

trifere  and  the  Madelonnettes.    At  this  ymj  period 

j^ponine  and  Aa^lma  were  discharged  for  want  of 

evidence,  and  when  ^ponine  went  out,  Magnon,  who 

was  watching  for  her  at  the  ^t«  of  Ae  irfadelon- 

nettM,  handed  her  the  note  fr6m  BrnjoB  to^Babet, 

with  instructions  to  look  mto  the  nffisir.

to  the   Rue  de   Babylone  waa  going  to  the  Rue 
Blomet  ^r  clever  purchaaoa  of  ground,  the  in- 
genious flwatrate  had  been  enabled  to  make  this 
hidden  road  upon  his  own  land,  and  consequently 
uncontrolled     At  a  later  date  he  sold  the  land  bor. 
dering  the  passage  In  small  lots  for  gaidena,  and  the 
owners  of  these  gardens  on  either  side  believed  that 
they  had  a  parting-wall  before  them,  and  did  not 
even  suapeoi  the  existence  of  this  long  strip  of  pav». 
ment  winding  between  two  walls  among  their  flower- 
beds and  oroharda.   The  birds  alone  saw  this  curiosity, 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  linnets  and  tomtits  of 
the  last  centttiy  gossiped  a  good  deal  about  the

The  pftvilton,  built  of  stone,  in  the^  Manaard  taate, 
and  paneUed  and  ftimished  in  the  Watteau  itylf*-^ 
rock-work  outside,  old-fashioned  within,  and  bt^"^ 
by  a  triple  hedge  of  flowers,  had  something  diioroet, 
coquettish,  and  solemn  about  it,  befitting  the  caprices 
of  love  and  a  magistrate.  This  house  and  this  paa- 
soge,  which  have  now  disappeared,  still  existed  fifteen

pbKAid  which  had  been  fastened  to  the  garden  gat« 
iinoe  1810.    TowaidUe  end  of  the  Rcatoration  the 
■ame  paaaers-by  might  have  noticed  that  the  bill  had  i^, 
diiappeaied,  and  even  that  the  flfit4loor  ahuttera 
were  open.    The  houae  waa  leally  occupied,  Mid  ^;^ 
thero  were  ihort  curtaina  at  the  windowa,  a  aign  that  « 
there  waa  a  lady  in  the  houae.    In  October,  1839,

He  hired  the  houae  in  the  name  of  M.  Fknoheleyent, 
annuitant      In  all  we  have  reoonUj  leoorded,  the 
reader  will  have  doubtloM  reoogniaed  Va^ean  even 
■ooner  than  Th^nardier  did.     Whj  had  he  left  the 
eonvent  of  the  little  Picpua,  and  what  had  ooourred 
Ui«f«f    Nothing  had  occurred.     It  will  be  borne  in 
mind  that  Jean  Va^ean  waa  happy  in  the  convent,

but,  us  the  inhabitant  of  the  hooM  in  the  Rue 
Plumot  received  no  letters,  this  box,  onoe  on  »  time 
the  go-lwtwcen  in  amourettes,  and  the  confidant  of 
a  lovMick  lawyer,  was  now  only  of  service  to  n^ 
ceive  the  tax-papers  and  the  guard-notices.     For 
M.  Fauchclovcnt,  annuitant,  belonged  to  the  National 
Guard,  and  had  been  unable  to  escape  the  close 
meshes  of  thd  census  of  1831.     The  municipal  iA- 
quines  made  at  that  period  extended  even  to  the

paternity.    Thb  garden  waa  no  longer  a  garden,  but 
a  ooloaaal  thicket ;  that  ia  to  aay,  aomething  which  ii> 
aa  impenetrable  aa  a  foreat,  aa  populous  aa  a  city,  ai 
matling  aa  a  neat,  aa  dark  aa  a  cathedral,  aa  fragrant 
aa  a  bouquet,  aa  solitary  aa  a  tomb,  and  aa  lively  aa 

a  crowd. 

In  spring  tlili  enormous  thicket,  at  liberty  within 
ita  four  walls,  played  ita  part  in  the  dull  task  of  uni- 
versal germination,  and  quivered  in  the  rising  sun 
almoet  like  an  animal  that  inhalea  the  effluvia  of 
coamic  love  and  feeb  the  aap  of  April  ascending  and 
boiling  in  ita  veins,  and  ahaking  in  the  wind  ita  pro- 
digiouB  green  foliage,  scattered  over  the  damp  ground, 

epver  the  weather-beaten  atatuea,  over  the  crumbling 
■tepa  of  the  pavilion,  and  even  over  the  pavement  of 

/the  deaerted  street,  constellations  of  flowers,  pearls 
of  dew,  fecundity,  beauty,  life,  joy,  and  perfUmea. 
At  midday  thousands  of  white  butterflies  took  ref- 
uge in  it,  and  it  was  a  divine  sight  to  watch  this 
living  snow  of  summer  falling  in  flakes  through  the 

;  ihadowB.  In  the  pleasant  gloom  of  the  foliage  a 
multitude  of  soft  voices  gently  addressed  the  soul, 
tnd  what  the  twittering  foigot  to  say,  the  buniog 
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«oifipleC«<l.  Al  night  a  dreaniy  npor  roM  from  tli« 
g»nlon  and  envolopod  H;  a  oere-oloth  of  mbt,  a 
oelmtial  and  oalin  nielanoholj,  covered  it;  the  In- 
toxicating nmell  of  the  honejRuokle  and  the  bind- 
weed Bfloended  from  all  Bide»  like  an  exquitite  and 
aubtia  poison ;  the  taut  appeals  of  the  woodpeokera 
and  the  goldfinches  could  be  heard,  ere  they  fell 
aflloep  under  the  branches,  and  the  sw^red  intimacj 

between  the  bird  and  the  trees  was  ?elt,  for  by  day, 

wings  gladden  the  leaves,  and  at  night  the  leaves 
protect  the  wings.  In  winter,  the  thicket  was  black, 
dank,  bristling,  and  shivering,  and  allowed  a  glimpse 
at  the  house  to  be  taken.  Instead  of  flowers  among 
the  stalks  and  dew  upon  the  flowers,  the  long  silveiy 
trail  of  the  snails  could  be  seen  on  the  cold  thick 
bed  of  yellow  leaves ;  but  in  any  case,  under  any 
aspect,  and  at  all  seasons,  spring,  summer,  autumn, 
and  winter,  this  little  enclosure  exhaled  melanoholy 
contemplation,  solitude,  liberty,  the  absence  of  man 
and  the  presence  of  Ood,  and  the  old  rusty  railingi 
had  an  air  of  saying,  "  This  gaiden  is  mine." 

Although  the  pavement  of  Phria  was  all  around 

the  classical  and  splendid  mansions  of  the  Rue  de 

Yarennes  two  yards  off,  the  dome  of  the  IiWididea

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forty  jmrn  of  doaertlon  ind  wMowhood,  h«d  mifflMd 
to  bring  bi»k  U>  thk  privileged  Bpot  fen»,  torch, 
weeds,  hemlock,  wgwort,  tall  gTw»,  dock  leavet, 
liiMda,  beeUe«,  and  rwAloMi  md  rapid  iiwoctii.  A

Montpamane,  thoogh  naturally  not  easy  to  aa- 
toniahy  ooold  not  refrain  from  the  exclamation,  —- 

**  Inside  the  elephant  f  " 
y  «'WeU,yes,keM»f" 

This  is  another  word  belonging  to  the  language 
which  nobody  reads  and  everybody  speaks ;  kek^aa 
aignifiesy  qu'etUce-que  eda  a  f  The  gamin's  profound 
remaik  Ivought  Montpamasse  back  to  calmness  and 
good  sense :  he  seemed  (jp  entertain  a  better  opinion 
of  Qavroche's  lodgings. 

"Ah,  yes,"  he  said,  ''the  'elephant'  Are  you 
oomfortable  there? **' 

"Yerj,**  Gavroche  replied.  "Most  comfortable.

Twentj  years  back  there  might  have  been  seen  in '  '^!^^'' 

the  soatheastorn  corner  of  the  square  of  the  Bastille 
near  the  canal  dock,  dug  in  the  old  moat  of  the 
citadel-piwon,  a  quaint  monument,  which  has  already 
been  ^Aaoed  from  the  memory  of  Parisians,  and 
which  should  have  left  some  trace,  as  it  was  an  idea 
of  the  "Member  of  the  Institute,  Ck)mmander4n-* 
Chief  of  the  army  of  Efeypt"    We  yy  monument,        ^ 
though  it  was  only  a  plaster  cast;  but  this  cast  itself, 
a  prodigious  sketch,  the  grand  corpse  of  a  Napoleonic 
idea  which  two  of  three  successive  pufls  of  wind      • 
carried  away  each  time  farther  from  us,  had  become 
historic,  and  assumed  something  definitive,  which 
^  formed  a  contrast  with  its  temporary  appearance. 
It  was  an  elephant,  forty  feet  high,  constructed  of     > 
carpentry  and  masonry,  bearing  on  its  back  a  castle  " 
which  resembled  a  house,  once  painted  green  by 
some  pUisterer,  and  now  painted  black  by  the  heav- 
ens, the  rain,  and  time.    In  this  deserted  and  un- 
covered comer  of  the  square  the  wide  forehead  of 
the  colossus,  its  trunk,  its  tusks,  its  castle,  its  enoiv. 
mous  back,  and  its  four  feet  like  columns,  produced 
at  night  upon  the  starlit  sky  a  suiprising  and  terrible 
outline.    No  one  knew  what  it  meant,  and  it  seemed 
a  sort  of  symbol  of  the^popuhr  strength.    It  was         / 
gloomy,  enigmatical,  and  Immense;  it  looked  like  a 
powerful  phantom  visible  jmd  erect  by  the  side  of 
the  invisible  spectre  of  m  Bastille.    Few  strangeni      "  ^ 
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TUied  thh  edilloe,  uid  no  iMwiM4ij  looked  ai  It 
It^WM  Ming  in  niimi,  and  taoh  ienaon  plaster 
becoming  detached  from  its  flanks,  made  horrible 
woonds  upon  it    The  "  6dilei,"  as  they  were  called 
in  the  ftMhionable  slang,  had  foigotten  it  since  1814. 
It  stood  then  in  iU  comer,  gloomy,  sickly,  crumbling 
away,  surrounded  by  rotting  paKngs,  which  were 
sullied  every .  moment  by  drunken  drivers.     There 
were  yawning  cracks  injts  stomach,  a  lath  issued  ~ 
ftom  its  taU,  and  tall  grass  grew  between  its  legs ; 
and  as  the  level  of  the  square  had  risen  during  the 
last  thirty  years  through  that  slow  and  continuous 
movement  which  insensibly  elevates  the  soil  of  great     » 
cities,  it  was  in  a  hollow^  and  it  seemed  as  if  the 
earth  were  giving  way  beneath  it    It  was  unclean, 
despised,  repulsive,  and  superb;  ugly  in  the  eyes  of 
dts,  but  melancholy  in  the  eyes  of  the  thinker.     It 
had  something  about  it  of   the  ordure  which  is 
swept  away,  a^d  something  of  the  miyesty  which  is 
decapitated.     A  r 

As  we  said,  at  night  its  appearance  changed ;  for 
night  is  the  real  medium  of  everything  which  is 
shadow.  So  soon  as  tvrilight  set  in  the  old  elephant 
was  transfigured ;  and  it  assumed  a  placid  and  re- 
doubtable appearance  in  the  formidable  serenity  of 
the  darikness.  As  it  belonged  to  the  past  it  belonged 
to  night,  and  this  obscurity  suited  its  grandeur.  This «»« 
monument)  rude,  broad,  heavy,  rough,  austere,  and 
almost  shapeless,  but  most  assuredly  miyeetic/  and 
imprinted  with  a  species  of  magnificent  and  savage 
gmvi^,  has  di8i^[ypeared  to  allow  the  sort  of  gigantic 
stove  adorned  with  its  pipe  to  reign  in  peace,  which 
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labftitated /for  the  frowning  fortalioe  with  its 

nine  towen  mu^^  in  the  same  woj  as  tlie  bouigeoiiiie 
are  8ub«tituted/for  feudalism.  It  is  very  simple  that 
a  stove  bKoii1c|/  be  the  symbol  of  an  epoch  in  which 
a  copper  oontiiins  the  power.  This  period  will  ptess 
awaj ;  it  is  f^readj  passing  awaj.  People  are  begin* 
ning  to  ondentand  that  if  there  may  be  strength  in 
a  boiler  ihwe  can  only  be  power  in  a  brain ;  in  other 
words,  thM  what  leads  and  carries  away  the  world 
is  not  loqbmotives,  but  ideas.  Attach  looomotives  to 
ideas,  an/d  then  it  is  all  right ;  but  do  not  take  the 
hone  ror  the  rider. 

HoV^ever  this  may  be,  to  return  to  the  BastillA 
squar^,  the  arehiteot  of  the  elephant  managed  to  pro- 
duce/something grand  vrith  plaster,  while  the  arohi- 
teot/of  the  stove-pipe  has  succeeded  in  making  some- 
thiikg  little  out  of  bronze.  This  stove-pipe,  which 
christened,  a  sonorous  name  and  called  the 
»lumn  of  July,  this  spoiled  monument  of  an  abortive 
9Volution,  was  still  wrapped  up,  in  1832,  in  an  im- 
lense  sheet  of  carpentry-work, — which  wp  regret  for 
'our  part,— and  a  vast  enclosure  of  planks,  which  com- 
pleted the  isoktion  of  the  elephant  It  was  to  this 
comer  of  this  square,  which*^  was  scarce  lighted  by 
the  reflection  of  a  distant  oil-4amp,  that  the  gamin 
led  the  two  urchins. 

(Allow  us  to  interrupt  our  nai¥li4ive  here,  and  re- 
mind our  readers  that  we  are  reooiding  the  simple 
truth ;  and  that  twenty  years  ago  a  boy,  who  was 
caught  sleeping  in  the  inside  of  the  elephant  of  the 
Bastille,  was  brought  before  the  police  on  the  charge 
oi  vagabondage  and  breaking  a  public  monumentt) 
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On  ooming  now  the  colonntui,  Oivrochc  un<!eniiood 
the  effect  which  th*  inftnitcljr  great  may  produce  on 
the  inanitcly  little,  and  iiaid,  — 

''  Don:t  be  frightened,  brata." 

Then  he  went  through  a  hole  in  U^e  p«linga  into 
the  ground  round  the  elephant,  and  helped  the  chil- 
dren to  paaa  through  the  breach.  The  lada,  a  little 
frightened,  followed  Gavroohe  without  a  word,  and 
conaded  in  thb  little  Providence  in  raga  who  had 
given  them  bread  Mid  promised  them  a  bed.  A  lad- 
der, employed  by  workmen  at  the  column  by  day, 
wlui  lying  along  the  palings ;  Oiivroche  raised  it  with 
iingnlar  vigor^  and  placed  it  against  one  of  the  ele- 
phant's foiv  legs.  At  the  point  where  the  ladder 
ended,  a  sort  of  black  hole  dould  be  distinguished  in 
the  belly  of  the  colossus.  Gavrocho  pointed  out  the 
ladder  and  the  hole  to  his  guests,  and  said,  *'  Go  up, 
and  go  in."  The  two  little  boys  looked  at  each 
other  in  terror. 

«*  You  are  frightened,  ki^s !  '*  Gavroche  exclaimed, 
and  added,  "  you  shall  see/* 

He  dung  round  the  elephant's  wrinkled  foot,  and 
in  a  twinkling,  without  deigning  to  employ  the  lad- 
der, he  reached  the  hole.  He  went  in  like  a  lizard 
gliding  into  a  crevice,  und  a  moment  after  the  boys 
saw  his  head  vaguely  appear,  like  a  white  livid  form, 
on  the  edge  of  the  hole,  which  was  full  of  dadLnees. 

"Well,"  he  cried,  "come  up,  my  blessed  babes. 
Ton  will  see  how  snug  it  is.  Gome  iq[>,  you,"  he 
wd  to  the  elder.    "  I  will  hold  your  hand.^ 

Hie  little  boys  nudged  each  t>ther,  for  ^e  fj^uxM

And  leaving  the  hole  in  the  same  way  as  he  had 
entered  it,  he  slid  down  the  elephant^s  leg  with  the 
agility  of  a  monkey,  fell  on  his  feet  in  the  grass, 
aeiied  the  youngest  boy  round  the  waist  and  planted 
him  on  the  middle  of  the  ladder;  then  he  began 
ascending  behind  him,  shouting  to  the  elder  boy,  -—

In  a  second  the  little  fellow  was  pushd^  tip, 
dragged,  pulled,  and  drawn  through  the  hole  before 
he  knew  whereT  he  was ;  and  Gavroohe,  entering  after 
him,  kicked  away  the  ladder,  which  fell  in  the  gnun, 
and  clapped  his  hands  as  he  shouted,  "There  we' 
are  t  Long  live  General  Lafayette  I "  This  explosioa 
over,  he  added,  "  Brats,  you  are  in  my  house." 
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(knYMhe  waa,  in  AK>t,  at  honM.  Oh,  an«xp«ctMl 
Utilitj  of  the  oflolem  t  Oh,  oharitj  of  great  tkiogi  I 
Oh,  goodneaa  of  the  giant*  I  This  huge  moaument, 
which  had  contained  a  thought  of  the  Emperor,  had 
become  the  lodging  of  a  gamin.  The  brat  had  been 
aooopted  and  sheltered  bj  the  coloMua.  The  oitt 
in  their  Bundaj  clothes  who  passed  bj  the  elephant 
^of  the  Bastille  were  prone  to  saj,  as  they  measured 
'it  with  a  contemptuous  look  firom  the  ejee  flush  with 
their  head,  Of  what  service  is  that  f  It  served  to 
save  from  cold,  from  frost,  from  damp  and  rain  ;  to 
protect  from  the  winter  wind ;  to  prosenre  frx>m  •. 
sleeping  in  the  mud,  which  entails  fever,  and  from 
sleeping  in  the  snow,  which  causes  death,  a  little 
fbtherleas  and  motherless  boy  without  broad,  clothea, 
or  shelter.  It  served  to  shelter  the  innocent  boy 
whom  society  repulsed.  It  served  to  diminish  the 
public  wrong.  It'  was  a  lair  opened  to  him  against 
whom  all  doors  were  dosed.  It  seemed  as  if  the 
0I4  wretched  mastodon,  attacked  by  vermin  and 
oblivion,  covered  with  warts,  mould,  and  ulcers, 
tottisring,  crumbling,  abandoned,  and  condemned, — a 
■pedes  of  colossal  mendicant  asking  in  vain  the  alms 
of  m  benevolent  glance  in  the  midst  of  the  highway,  — 
had  taken  pity  on  this  other  beggar,  the  poor  pygmy 
who  walked  about  without  shoes  on  his  feet,  without 
a  ceiling  over  his  head,  blowing  his  fingers,  dressed 
in  rags,  and^  supporting  life  on  wl^t  was  thrown 
away.  Thie  is  of  what  use  the  elephant  of  the  Baa- 
iiUe  was  ;^d  this  idea  of  Napoleon,  disdained  by 
^  men,  had  been  taken  up  again  by  God.  What  had 
only  been  illustrious  had  become  august    The  Em- 
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|wror  would  have  neodecl,  in  order  to  realiie  whal 
he  mediUled,  porphjrry,  bronio,  iron,  gold,  mnd  mAf^ 
Me  ;  but  for  0<id  the  old  oolleoUon  of  plAiilm,  beanM, 
ftnd  plaiter  wm  tufflcient  The  Emperor  had  ha<l  a 
dream  of  geniua.  In  thia  Titanic  elephant,  anno<i, 
prodigioua,  raining  itii  trunk,  and  npouUng  all  around 
glad  and  living  watom,  he  wiahetl  to  incarnate  the 
people ;  and  Ood  had  made  a  ipreator  thing  of  H, 
for  Ho  lodged  a  ohUd  in  it 

The  hole  by  which  Gavroche  entered  waa  a  breach 
■caroe  viaible  from  the  outaide,  aa  it  was  concealed, 
fm  we  ^d,  under  the  elephant's  bellj,  and  m  narrow 
that  onlj  cata  and  bojs  could  pawi  through  it. 

"Let  us  begin."  laid  Gavroche,  "  bj  teUing  the 
porter  that  we  are  not  at  home."  .    ^ 

And  plunging  into  the  darknelil  wHh  e0|iidlli|f 
like  a  man  who  knows  every  comer  of  the  rooiSi 
he  took  'a  plank  and  stopped  up  the  hole.    Gavroolie 
plunged  again  into  the  darkness ;  the  children  heard 
the  fl—«ng  of  a  match  dipped  into  the  bottle  of 
phosphomi,  —  for  lucifer  matches  did  not  yet  exist, 
and  the  Fumade  firo-producer  represented  progress 
at  that  day.    A  sudden  light  made   them  wink. 
Gavroche  had  lit  one  of  those  bits  of  string  dipped 
in  pitch  which  are  called  "cellar  rats;"  and  thii^ 
thing,  whioh  smoked  more  than  it  illumined,  rea^ 
dered  the  inside  of  the  elephant  indistinotly  visible.

room.*'  '  A  little  daylight  is  visible  about  midday. 
The  inconvenience  of  these  rooms,  which,  as  we  see, 
are  not  dungeons,  is  to  leave  beings  to  think  who 
onght  to  be  set  to  work.  Bnyon  therefore  reflected, 
and  hit  left  the  punishment  room  with  a  coid.    Ai 
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h«  WM  oonMitlercd  very  dangeroiiH  In  the  Cliarf©. 
maf(ne  yani,  he  wtm  placed  ia  the  liAtimont  Neof, 
and  the  finit  thing  he  found  there  wan  (liiculcmer, 
the  •econd  a  nail,  —  Ouculeiner,  that  in  to  aay,  crime ; 
«Dd  A  nail,  that  in  to  nay,  liberty. 

Bn^on,  of  whom  it  is  time  to  form  a  complete  idea, 
waa,  with  the  appearance  of  a  delicate  compleiion 
Imd  a  deeply  premeditated  languor,  a  polished,  intelli- 
gent  robber,  who  poasefwed  a  caruming  lool  and  an 
atrodoua  tmile.     Ilia  look  wan  the  result  of  his  will, 
and  hia  smile  the  result  of  hb  nature.     His  first 
■tudiea  in  hia  art  were  directed  to  foofs;  and  he  had 
given  a  great  impulse  to  the  trade  of  lead-stealers, 
who  strip  roofii  and  carry  away  gutters  1)y  the  process 
oalled  au  graa  double.    What  firtally  rendered  the 
moment  favorable  for  an  attempted  csca^  was  that 
workmen  were  at  this  very  moment  engaged  in  re- 
laying and  n^-tipping  a  port  of  the  prison  sUtes.  The 
St  Bernard  waa  not  absolutely  isolated  from  the 
Chariemagne  and  St  Louis  yards,  for  there  were  on 
the  roof  scaffolding  and  ladders,  — in  other  words, 
bridgea  and  ataircases,  on  the  side  of  deliverance. 
The  BMiment  Neof,  which  waa  the  most  cracked 
and  decrepit  affair  poesible  to  imagine,  was  the  weak 
point  of  the  prison.    Saltpetre  had  so  gnawed  the 
walla  that  it  had  been  found  necessary  to  prop  up 
and  shore  the  ceilings  of  the  dormitories ;  because 
atones  became  detached  and  fell  on  the  prisoners* 
Ms.     In  spite  of  this  antiquity,  the  error  waa  com- 
mitted of  confining  in  there  the  most  dangerous  pria- 
on«rB,  and  pUlcing  in  it  the  "  heavy  cases,"  as  is  said  in 
Ibe  priaoD  jai|;on.   The  BAtiment  Nenf  contained  four 
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alecping-wanln,  one  above  the  other,  aimI  a  garret- 
floor  (Milled  "lie  Bel  Air."  A  large  ohimnej-flue, 
probably  belonging  to  some  old  kitchen  of  the  Duoa 
de  la  Force,  atarted  from  the  ground-floor,  pamod 
through  the  four  storioa,  cut  in  two  tlie  aloeping- 
warda,  in  which  it  figured  an  a  nort  of  flattened  pillar, 
and  imued  through  drhole  in  the  roof.  Gueulemer 
and  Rn\jon  wore  in  the  name  ward,  and  had  been 
placed  through  precaution  on  the  ground-floor.  Acci- 
dent willed  it  that  the  head  of  their  beds  roated 
against  the  chimney-flue.  Th^nardier  wan  exaotljr 
above  their  heads  in  the  garret  called  Bel  Air. 

The  paatwr-bj  who  stopa  in  the  Rue  Culture  Bainto 
Catherine,  after  paiwing  the  fire-brigade  station,  and 
in»front  of  the  bath-house  gateway,  sees  a  court-yard 
full  of  flowers  and  shrubs  in  boxcM,  at  the  end  of 
'  which  is  a  small  white  rotunda  with  two  wings,  en- 
livened by  green  shutters,  —  the  bucolic  dream  of 
Jean  Jacques.  Not  ten  years  ago  there  rose  above 
this  rotunda  a  black,  enormouii,  fHghtAil,  naked  wall, 
which  was  the  outer  wall  of  La  Force.  This  wall  b<y- 
hind  thu  rotunda  was  like  a  glimpse  of  Milton  caught 
behind  Berquin.  High  though  it  was,  this  wall  was 
surmounted  by  an  even  blacker  roof,  which  could  be 
seen  beyond,  —  iVia[aMfie  roof  of  the  BAtiment  Neufl 

Four  dqrmer-windowB  protected  by  bars  could  be 
seen  in  it,  and  they  were  the  windows  of  Bel  Air; 
and  a  chimney  passed  through  the  roof,  which  Was 
the  chimney  of  the  sleeping-wards.  Bel  Air,  the 
attio-flooir  of  the  BAtiment  Neuf,  was  a  species  of 
large  hall,  dosed  with  triple  gratings  and  iron-lined 
doors^  it«rred  with  enonnouB  nailB.     When  joa 
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imtered  bj  ih«  iKnih  end,  you  luwl  on  jour  left  Ui« 
four  domiere,  and  on  jour  riKht  facing  thiM,  four 
MQAre  and  ii|)aoiouii  cjaifca,  MiMratiMl  bj  narrow  pat* 
M^KM,  buill  up  to  br«a«tr height  of  nuuMmry,  and  the 
rest  to  the  roof  of  iron  ban.  Th^nanlier  had  been 
confined  in  lolitary  puniahment  tinoe  the  night  <f|^f 
JMmary  &  U  WItBever  dinoovored  how,  or  by  wb^ 
6oiinivaiie0,  tM  laceeeded  in  procuring  and  oonceaUiif 
a  bottle  of  that  pro|iared' wine,  invented,  so  it  ia  ■akl, 
by  DflVUM,  in  which  a  narcotic  b  miied,  and  which 
the  band  of  the  Endornieum^  rendered  celebrated. 
There  are  in  many  priaona  treacheroua  turnkeys,  half 
Jailers,  half  robbers,  who  aasiat  in  escapes,  sell  to  the 
police  a  fUthlesa  domesticity,  and  "  make  the  handle 
of  the  lalad-baaket  dance."  ,/-  .      *  , 

On  this  very  night,  then,  when  Ullte  GaTfoohe 
picked  np  the  two  stnying  children,  Bni^on  and 
Gneolemer,  who  knew  that  Babet,  who  had  escaped 
that  same  morning,  .was  waiting  for  them  in  the 
■traet  with  Montparaaaae,  gently  rose,  and  began 
breaking  open  with  a  nail  which  Bngon  had  foand 
tlie  itove^npe  against  which  their  beds  wera  The 
rabbirii  fell  on  Bngon's  bed,  so  that  it  was  not, 
hmxd ;  and  the  gosta  of  wind  mingled  with  the  thun- 
der shook  the  doors  on  their  hinges,  and  produced  a 
frightlbl  and  hideotis  row  in  the  prison.  Those  pria- 
onen  who  awoke  pretended  to  fell  asleep  again,  and 
left  Bn^on  and  Oneolemer  to  do  as  they  pleased ; 
and  Bn^on  was  skilftil,  and  Quenlemer/'Waa  vigo- 
roiia.  Before  any  sound  had  reaohed  the  watehman 
ileeping  in  the  grated  cell  which  looked  into  th/watd, 
the  waU  WW  hrokn  thnragl^  the  diimnqy  eicaUi^^ 
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Ilie  iron  trBlli»-#ork  which  oIcmmmI  th«t  ap|Msr  openiafi 
of  Um  fluA  foroeii,  uwl  Um  two  formiiUble  iMUKiiUi 
\  W«rn  on  ih«  nioC.     Th«  rAiti  and  ih«  wifurwera  lr»* 
menddiM,  and  th«  rwif  wm  jdipiwfj.

Thej  faatoned  to 
t|M  Midi  iA  the  ohironey-banT  which  they  had  Jtuil 
Iffoken  the  rope  which  Bn^jon  had  woven  in  the  cell, 
threw  the  other  end  over  the  outer  wall,  oroaaed  the 
abyM  at  a  bound,  clung  to  the  coping  of  the  wall,  b^- 
strnddled  it,  glided  in  turn  along  the  rope  to  a  little 
roof  which  joina  the  bath-houM,  pulled  their  rope 
to  them,  Jumped  into  the  yard  of  the  bath-bouie, 
puahed  opete  th<}  porter's  canemont,  ckee  to  which 
hung  hia  coni,  piill<^  the  cord,  opened  the  gate,  and 
found  themMlves  ^  the  street  Not  three  quwtera 
of  an  hoar  had  elapaed  'linoe  they  were  standing  on 
the  bed,  nnil  in  hand,  aiid  with  their  plan  in  their 
heads ;  a  few  minutes  after,  they  had  rf^oined  Babei 
tad  Montpamaike,  who  were  prowling  in  the  nelgb- 
Iborltood.  On  drawing  the  cord  to  them  they  broke  it, 
and  a  piece  had  remained  fastened  to  the  chimney  on' 
the  roof,  bi|t  they  had  met  with  no  other  accident  be- 
yodn  almoat  entirely  spinning  their  fingers.  On  |hie 
night  lli^nardier  was  warned,  though  it  waa  impos- 
sible to  discover  how,  and  did  not  go  to  sleep.  At 
about  one  in  the  morning,  when  the  ni^t  wm  veiy

^riaoiier  had  on  hia  feat  a  |»ir  of  fottcra  weighing 
fifty  pound-.  Kvwy  <Uy  •t  f««ir  in  tho  alWtioon,  • 
tteitikey,  encorfwd  by  tw(»  iiia»iiffn,  -  auoh  thlnga  «till 
lappened  at  tlmtday,  —  eft|«red  hia  cage,  placed  ncaf 
lli«  b«l  a  bliwk  loaf  of  twi>*  pounda'  weight,  a  W»t«ft 
Jttg,  and  a  bowl  of  very  weak  bn»th  in  whidi  a  f«^# 
baaiia  floated,  in8|H5cU!d  hi»  fottoro,  and  Up|kh1  th« 
bui.    Thia  man  with  hb  doga  rciunied  iwiue  during

UMbiardier  had  obtained  pormiiiiion  to  keep  a  iort* 
of  iron  pin  which  he  uaed  to  nail  hia  bread  to  the 
w»ll,  in  order,  aa  he  naid,  "  to  preaervo  it  firoin  iim 
Wtk*     Aa  Tli^nanlier  waa  under  a  cormtant  watch, 
lliia  fin  did  not  iccm  dangeroua  ;  atill  it  waa  re- 
membered ai  a  Uter  day  that  a  turnkey  naid,  "  !t 
would  have  been  better  only  to  lenve  liira  a  wootlen 
akewBr."*     At  two  in  the  morning  the  sentry,  who 
waa  an  old  aoldier,  waa  chftnge«l,  and  a  recruit  aub-^ 
•iltiiied  for  him.    A  few  minutea  after,  the  man  witk 
the  doga  paid  hia  vlait,  and  went  away   withoul  ^ 
having  noticed  anything,  except   ^  youthful  «Mt 
pMUMot  look  of  the  "  toiirlouroti.  *    Two  houra  afttr« 
when  they  came  to  relieve  thia  conacript,  they  found

fountt  ^lk«liirwirlfi6 ^iM»d  lh«  half  efllp^ 
huttJfl,  fMmtaining  the  rant  c^  the  drufQ^vxl  win«  with 
which  the  young  •ohlier  had  ii«(m  lent  to  nloop.  The 
■oldier  ■  bnjronot  \mA  (liMpixmnxl.  At  lh«  momenl 
when  aII  thi«  win  (Uaicovered,  Th^niinlier  wm  aup- 
|MMe<l  to  bo  out  of  fMoh ;  the  truth  wm,  tluU  he 
WAN  no  longer  in  ibe  DAiiment  Neuf,  Init  wm  itill  te 
great  dangler.  Th^tnanlier,  on  reaching  the  roof  of  th« 
IMtinient  Neuf,  found  the  rninainder  of  Hn^on'i  ropo 
hanging  (hiin  th^  ohimtiej-lmni ;  hut  m  the  bn>ken 
conl  wtta  much  too  iih<irt,  ho  wiw  unable  to  crow  Umi 
outer  wall  M  Iki^on  and  (Jueulemor  had  <lone. 

When  joo  turn  out  of  the  Hue  do*  llalletii  into 
the  Rue  du  Roi  do  Hicilo,  you  nntioe  almont  (iiroctlj 
on  your  right  a  dirty  hollow.  In  the  lant  century  S 
houae  Htood  hero,  of  which  only  the  back  wall  eiiiita, 
a  perfect  ruin  of  a  wall  whioh  riaea  to  the  height  of 
a  third  story  between  the  adjacent  buildings.  Thk 
ruin  can  be  rocogniicd  by  two  Urge  square  windows^ 
■till  visible.  The  centre  one,  the  one  nearest  th« 
right-hand  gable,  is  barred  by  a  worm-eaten  joial 
i^juBtod  in  the  supportinff^!|lter;  and  through  thes« 
windows  could  be  seen^l^raierty,  a  lofty  lugubriout 
^VlU^  which  was  a  porUdn  of  the  outer  wall  of  L» 
Forde.  Tlie  gap  whioh  the  demolished  houae  has 
left  in  the  street  is  half  filled  up  with  a  palisade  of 
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folten  pbnki,  rapported  by  five  stone  pillan,  and 
inaide  k  •  unall  hut  built  against  the  still  standing 
lyillb    The  boarding  has  a  door  in  it  which  a  few 
^Mrs  ago  was  merely  closed  with  a  latch.    It  wat 
the  t(^  of  this  ruin  which  Th^nardier  had  attained  m": 
little  after  three  in  the  morning.    How  did  he  get 
there?    This  was  never  eiplained  or  understood. 
^  The  lightning-flashes  must  at  once  have  impeded  and 
^Mped  him.     Did  he  employ  the  ladders  and  scaft^ 
folding  of  the  slaters  to  pass  from  roof  to  roof,  over 
the  buildings  6f  the  Charlemagne  yard,  those  of  the 
8t  Louis  yard,  the  outer,  and  thence  reach  the 
fuined  wall  in  the  Rue  du  Roi  de  Sidle?    But 
"ikhere  were  in  this  passage  breaks  of  continuity, 
,  which  seemed  to  render  it  impossible.    Had  he  kid 
'  the  plank  from  his  bed  as  a  bridge  from  the  roof  of 
*'Bel  Air  to  the  outer  wall,  and  crawled  on  his  stom- 
ach along  the  coping,  all  round  the  prison  till  he 
leadied  the  npn  ?    But  the  outer  wall  of  La  FordD 
was  very  irr^[ular ;  it  rose  and  sank ;  it  was  low  at 
the  fire4)rigade  station,  and  rose  again  at  the  bath- 
house;  it  was  intersected  by  buildings,  and  had 
everywhere  drops  and  right  angles  ^^  and  then,  too, 
^  the  sentriea  must  have  seen  the  fugitive's  dark  out* 
line,  —  and  thus  the  road  taken  by  ThAiardier  re- 
mains  almost  inexplicable.    Had  he,  illumined  by 
that  frightful  thirst  for  liberty  which  changes  preci- 
pioea  into  ditches,  iron  bars  into  reeds,  a  cripple  into 
an  athlete,  a  gouty  patient  into  a  bird,  stupidity  into 
instinct,  instmct  into  intellect,   and  intellect  into 
genius,  invented  and  improvised  a  t^urd  mode  ^  of 
eioape  ?    No  one  ever  knew^^r-::-  .  ,---^-— ^-^ 
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It  is  not  ilwKjB  poiaible  to  eipUun  the  in«rvels  of 
ftD  escape  ;  the  man  who  breaks  prison  is,  we  repeat, 
inspircxL  There  is  something  of  a  star,  of  the  light- 
ning, in  the  mysterious  light  of  the  flight  The  effort 
made  for  deliverance  is  no  less  surprising  than  the 
soaring  toward  the  sublime,  and  people  say  of  an 
escaped  robber,  *'  How  did  he  manage  to  scale  that 
loof?"  in  the  same  way  as  they  say  of  GomeiUe, 
"^  Where  did  he  find  his  qu*il  mmtm  9  "  However  ^ 
this  may  be,  Th^nardier,  dripping  witl^perspliratioii, 
wet  through  with  rain,  with  his  clothes  in  rags,  his 
hands  skinned,  his  elbows  bleeding,  anA^his  knees 
lacerated,  reached  the  ruin-waU,  hiy  down  ftill  length 
on  it,  and  then  his  strength  f!&iled  him.  A  perpen- 
dicular wall  as  high  as  a  three-storied  house  separated 
him  from  the  street,  and  the  rope  he  had  was  too 
shoft  He  waited  there,  pale,  exhausted,  despairing, 
though  just  now  so  hopefiil,  still  covered  ^y  night, 
but  saying  to  himself  that  day  would  soon  come ; . 
horrified  at  the  thought  that  he  should  shortly  heaii^ 
it  strike  four  from  the  neighboring  dock  of  St  I^aul; 
the  hour  when  the  sentry  would  be  changed,  and  be 
found  asleep  under  the  hole  in  the  roof.  He  reglunded 
with  stupor  the  wet  black  pavement,  in  the  lig^t  of 
the  lamps,  and  at  such  a  terrible  depth, — that  desired 
and  terrific  pavement  which  was  death  and  w^ch 
was  liberty.  He  asked  himself  whether  his  three 
accomplices  had  succeeded  in  escaping,  whether  they 
were  waiting  for  him,  and  if  they  would  oome  to  his 
help  ?  He  listened : '  excepting  a  patrol,  no  one  had 
passed  through  the  street  since  he  had  been  lying 
there.    Nearly  all  the  market  carts  from  Montreuil, 
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Gharonne,  VinoennMy  and  Bercy  came  into  town  hj 
the  Rue  St  Antoino. 

Foar  o'dook  et^ok,  and  Th^nardier  trembled.  A 
few  qiinutes  after,  the  startled  and  confused  noise 
which  follows  the  discovery  of  an  escape  broke  out 
in  tiie  prison.  The  sound  of  doors  being  opened  and, 
■hut,  the  creaking  of  gates  on  their  hinges,  th 
tumult  at  the  guard-room,  and  the  clang  of  muskeg 
butts- on  the  pavement  of  the  yards,  reached  his  ears, 
lights  flashed  past  the  grated  windows  of  the  sleep:- 
ing  wards ;  a  torch  ran  along  the  roof  of  the  B&ti- 
ment  Neuf,  and  the  firemen  were  called  out  Three 
ettptf  which  the  torch  lit  up  in  the  rain,  came 
and  went  along  the  roofs,  and  at  the  same  time 
Th^nardier  saw,  in  the  direction  of  the  Bastille,  a 
livid  gleam  mournfully  whitening  the  sky.  He  was 
on  the  top  of  a  wall  ten  inches  wide,  lying  in  the 
pitiless  rain,  with  a  gulf  on  his  right  h^  and  on 
his  left,  unable  to  stir,  suffering  from  tile  diiziness 
of  a  possible  fall  and  the  horror  of  a  certain  arrest^ 
and  his  mind,  like  the  clapper  of  a  bell,  went  from 
one  of  these  ideas  to  the  other :  "  Dead  if  I  fallf ; 
oaog^i  if  I  reinahi.'*  In  this  state  of  agony  he  sud- 
denly saw  in  the  still  perfectly  dark  street  a  man, 
who  glided  along  the  walls  and  capie  from  the  Rue^ 
Fbv^,  stop  in  the  gap  over  which  Th^nardierwM^ 
as  it  were,  suspended.  This  man  was  joineid  by  a' 
second,  who  walked  with  similar  caution,  then  J>y, 
a  third,  and  then  by  a  fourth.  When  tiiese  men 
were  together,  one  of  them  raised  the  ktoh  of  the 
paliiig  gate,  and  all  four  entered  the  endosore  where 
the  hui  is,  and  stood  exaqtiy  under  Th^nardier. 
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These  men  had  ovidontly  fielcctod  U^s  place  to  oon- 

Si  in,  in  order  not  to  be  seen  bj  paaiieni-by,  or  the 
itiy  guarding  the  wicket  of  La  Force  a  few  paces 
dislfuit    We  most  say,  too,  that  the  rain  kept  this 
sent^  confined  to  his  box.    Th^nardier,  unable  to 
distin^niish  their  faoes,  listened  to  their  remarks  with 
the  desperate  attention  of  a  wre^h  who  ,fe«ls  him- 
self lo6t\   He  felt  something  fike  hope  pass  before 
his  eyes,  \pirhen  he  Jheiird  these  men  talking  slang. 
The  first  sidd,  in  a  low  voice,  but  distinctlji  some- 
'  thing  whicli\^e  had  better  translate :  — 
«  Let  us  beXoff.    Whi^t  are  we  doing  here  ?  "  • 
The  second  replied,  —      ^  .'^ 

"  It  is  raining  hard  enough  to  put  dut  the  fiie 
of  bell.  And  thek  the  police  will  pass  soon ;  besides, 
there  is  a  sentiy  on.  We  shall  get  ourselves  arrested 
here."  •        \ 

Two  words  empld^ed,  icigo  and  icicatV/e,  which 
both  mean  "here,"  ^d  which  belong,  the  first  to 
the  flash  hingufige  of  tne  barri^res,  and  the  necond  to 
that  of  the  Temple,  wer^  rays  of  light  for  Th^nardier. 
By- the  icigo  he  recognizee  Bniyon,  who  was  a  prowler 
at  the  barri^res,  and  by  ^&ieaUle  Babet,  who,  among 
all  his  other  trades,  had  b^n  a  seGpnd-hand  clothes- 
dealer  at  the  Temple.  The  antique  slang  df  the 
great  century  is  only  talked^iiow  at  the  Temple,  and 
Babet  was  the  only  man  wh<i  spoke,  it  in  its  purity. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  icieaillef  Th^naitlier  could 
not  have  recogQized  him,  for  he  had  completely 
altered  his  voice.  In  the  mm  w;hile  the  third  man 
. had  interfered.,  "'^-a:  .  '■■\'  ■  A  ;.>;:;  ""-i^- ■:;■-:, ,

'  Through  thb,  which  waa  only  mMh,  Th^iiar4ier 
reopgniaed  MontpuiiaMe,  whoee  pride  it  wm  to 
undentand  all  the  siang  <lialecta  and  not  apeak 
one  of  them.  Aa  for  the  fourth  man,  he  held  hia

In  addiUon  to  the  pUbli^ical  origins  which  we 
have  indicate<l,  alang  hae  other  and  more  natural 
roote,  which  issue,  so  to  speak,  directly  ftom  the 
human  mind.

cellar,  which  was  eight  feet  below  the  level  of  the 
Seine.    It  had  neither  windows  m^  gratings,  and 
the  sole  opening  was  the  door ;  miiTcould  enter  it, 
but  air  not    This  cellar  h|ad  for  ce^^a  stone  areh, 
and  for  floor  ten  inches  of  mud  ;  itfpJ  been  paved, 
but,  owing  to  the  leakage  *)f  the  w^ter,  the  paving 
had  rotted  and  fallen  to  pieces.

The  French  llevolqtion,  that  immense  act  of  pro- 
bity,  out  short  this  |)eril,  which  was  perhaps  immi- 
nent in  Europe  toward  the  close  of  the  eighteenth 
cen^ry.    The  French  Ilevolution,  which  was  nothing

hoadM  auildonly  ornerKo*!  fVom   tho    KJ^iund.     Tho 
rovolutioniry  Honiio  k  a  moral  nenao,  and  tho  feeling 
of  right   being  devoloiKxl,  dovelopn   tho   feeling  of 
dutj.    Tho  Uw  of  oil  ia  lilwrtjr,  which  ends  whero 
tho  liberty  of  another  beginii,  accoriling  to  lulbea^ 
pierro'a  admirable  <lefiniti<m.     Hince  i;ho  the  wliolo 
people  haa  boon  dilaUwl  in  the  Hublimated  individual. 
There  is  no  poor  man  who,  having  hia  right,  haa  not  hia 
radiue ;  tho  man,  dying  of  hunger,  feela  within  hiraaelf 
tho  honoajj  of  Franco.     Tlio  dignity  of  tho  ciiiioo 
ia  an  internal  armor ;  the  man  who  ia  free  is  aonipii. 
loua,  and  tho  voter  roigna.     Hence  cornea  incorrup- 
tibility ;  hence  comea  tho  abortivoneaa  of  unhealthy 
covetouHncaa,  and  hence  pyca  hcr<jically  lowered  b». 
fore  temptation.     Tho  revolutionary  hoalthineaa  ia  so 
great,  that  on  a  day  of  deliverance,  a  14th  of  July,  or 
a  lOth  bf  August,  there  ia  no  populace,  and  the  first 
cry  of  tho  enlightened  and  progrcHsing  crowds  is, 
"Death  to  the  robbers l"    Progrcaa  ia  an  honoot 
man,  and  tjm  ideal  and  tho  absolute  do  not  atoal 
pockot-handkcrchicfa.

There 
wtfa  a  strange  feeling  connected  with  the  flesh,  before 
which  Uiia .  inimenao  inijoccnt  love  rcc^led  with  a    / 
tort  of  holy  tenror.    Marius  imagined  life  with  Goaette 
like  this,  without  anything  dae, — to  oome  every  even* 
ing  to  the  Rue  Plumet,  remove  the  old  oomplaoent 
bar  of  the  president's  railings,  sit  down  elbow  to 
elbow  on  this  bench,  look  through  the  trees  at  the  , 
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:  idntilktion  of  the  oommenciiig  night,  bring  the  fold 
hi  hk  trouMr-knee  hito  cohabitation  with  Coaette's 

"  ample  ■kirti,  to  oareM  her  thumb-nail,  and  to  inhale 
th«  Mine  flower  in  turn  forever  and  indeflnitelj. 
Dnrii^  this  time  the  olouda  paased  over  their  heads ; 
and  each  time  the  wind  blows  it  carries  off  more 
of  a  man's  thoughts  than  of  clouds  from  the  sky. 
We  cannot  aiArm  that  this  chaste,  almost  stem  lovo 
was  absdutelj  without  gallantry.  "Pitying  com- 
pUments"  to  her  whom  we  love  is  the  first  wsy  of 

.  ginng  oaresses  and  an  attempted  semi-boldness.  A 
compliment  is  something  like  a  kiss  through  a  veU, 
and  pleasure  puts  its  sweet  point  upon  it,  while  con- 
cealing itselt  In  the  presence  of  the  delight  the 
heart  recoils  to  love  more.    The  ciuoleries  of  Marius, 

'  all  iaiorated  with  chimera,  were,  so  to  speak,  of  an 
anire  .blue.  The  birds  when  they  fly  in  the  direction 
of  the  angels  must  hear  words  of  the  same  nature, 
itill,  life,  humanity,  and  the  whole  amount  of  poei- 
tivism  of  which  Marius  was  capable  were  mingled 
with  it  It  was  what  is  said  in  the  grotto,  as  i 
prelude  to  what  will  be  said  in  the  alcove,— a  lyrical 
efibsion,  the  strophe  an^  the  sonnet  commingled, 
the  gentle  hyperboles  of  cooing,  all  the  refinements 
of  adoration  arranged  in  a  posy,  and  Exhaling  a  subtle 
and  oelestial  perfome,  an  ineffitble  prattUng  of  heart 

to  heart. 

-«OhI"  Marius  muttered,  "Ibow  lovely  you  we! 

.    I  dare  not  look  at' you,  and  that  is  the  reason  why 

1  contemplate  you.    You  are  a  grace,  and  1  know 

not  what  is  the  matter  with  me.    The  hem  of  your 

dresB,  where  the  end  of  your  slipper  passes  through^ 
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apsett  me.  And  then,  what  an  enchanting  light 
when  your  thoughts  become  viaible»  for  jour  reason 
astonishes  me,  and  jon  appear  to  roe  for  instants 
to  be  a  dream.    Speak,  L  am  listening  to  you,  and 

*  admiring  you.    Oh,  Cos^tte,  how  strange  and  charm- 
ing it  is ;  I  fm  really  mM.    You  are  adorable,  and 
I  study  your  feet  in  thb  microscope  and  your  soiil^ 
with  the  telescope." 

And  Ooaette  made  answer^^-  1 

"Audi  I  loTe  jrou  a  little  more  through  all  the 
time  which,  has  passed  since  this  morning." 

Qnestlonfl  and  answers  went  on"  as  they  could  in 
ithis  dialoclue,  which  always  agreed  in  the  subject 
of  love,  like  the  elder-pith  balls  on  the  nail.  Cosette's 
entire  person  was  simplicity,  ingenuousness,  whiteness, 
candor,  and  radiance ;  and  it  might  have  been  said 
of  her  that  she  was  transparent  She  produced  on 
every  one  who  saw  her  a  sensation  of  April  and  day- 
break, and  4he  had  dew  in  her  eyes.  Ooeette  was 
a  condensation  of  the  light  of  dawn  in  a  woman's 
form.  It  was  quite  simple  that  Marius,  as  he  adored, 
should'  admire.  But  the  truth  is,  that  this  little 
boarding-school  Miss,  just  freshly  thmed  out  of  a 
convent,  talked  with  exquisite  penetration,  and  made 
at  times  all  sorts  of  true  and  delicate  remarks.    Her 

^  chattering  was  conversation ;  and  she  was  never 
mistaken  about  anything,  and  conversed  correctly. 
Woman  feels  and  speaks  with  the  infiaJlibiliiy  which 
is  the  tender  instinct  of  the  heart  No  one  knows 
like  a  woman  how  to  say  things  which  are  at  once 
gentle  and  deep.    Gentleness  and.  depths  in  those 

;^  things  the  whole  of  woman  is  contained,  and  it  is 
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iMftveiL  And  in  thk  perfect  felicity  teant  welled 
their  ejm  at  livery  moment  A  lady-bird  onuhed, 
a  feather  that  fell  from  a  nest.  *  branch  of  hawthorn 
broken,  moved  their  pity,  »uid  then  ©catrsy,  gentlj 
drowlied  by  melancholy,  aeeintcd  to  ohU  for  nothing 
beCCef^than  to  weep.  The  moat  sovereign  symptom 
of  love  is  a  tenderness  which  becomes  at  times  almost 
insupportable.  And  by  the  side  of  all  this  — -  for  con- 
tradictions are  the  lightning  sport  of  love  —  they  were 
fond  of  laughing  with  a  ravishing  liberty,  and  so 
familiarly  that,  at  times,  they  almost  seemed  like  two 
lads.  Still,  even  without  these  two  hearts  intoxi- 
cated with  chastity  being  conscious  of  it,  unforgettable 
nature  is  ever  there,  ever  there  with  its  brutal  and  sub- 
lime object ;  and  whatever  the  innocence  of  souls  may 
be,  they  feel  in  the  most  chaste  tSt^^t-tite  the  mys- 
terious and  adorable  distinction  which  separatee  a 
couple  of  lovers  from  a  pair  oT  friends. 

They  idolised  each  other.  The  permanent  and  the 
immutable  exist,  — a  couple  love,  they  laugh,  they 
make  little  pouts  with  their  lips,  they  intertwine 
their  fingers,  ^nd  that  does  not  prevent  eternity. 
Two  lovers  conceal  themselves  in  a  garden,  in  the 
twilight,  in  the  invisible,  with  the  birds  and  tlie 
roses ;  tiiey  fiuscinate  each  otherin  the  darkness  with 
their  souls  which  they  place  in  their  eyes ;  they  mut- 
ter, they  whisper,  and  during  this  period  immt^nso 
oonstellationB  of  planets  fill  infinity. 
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CoBKTTi  and  Marius  flived  vaguely  in  the  intoxi- 
cation of  their  madneas,  and  they  did  not  notice  the 
cholera  which  was  decimating  Paris  in  that  very 
month.    They  had  made  as  many  cotafeasions  to  each 
other  as  they  could ;  but  they  had  not  extended  very 
far  beyond  their  names.    Marius  had  told  Gosetto 
that  he  was  an  orphan,  Pontmercy  by  name,  a  lawyer 
by  profession,  and  gaining  a  livelihood  by  writing 
things  for  publishers ;  his  father  was  a  colonel^  a 
hero,  and  he,  Mwius,  had  quarreUed  with  his  grand- 
father, who  was  very  rich.    He  also  incidentally  re- 
marked that  he  was  a  baron ;  but  this  did  not  produce 
much  effect  on  Cosette.    Marius  a  baron  ?    She  did 
no«  understand  it,  and  did  not  kpow  what  the  woid 
meant,  and  Marius  was  Marius  to  her.    For  her 
part,  she  confided  to  him  that  she  had  been  edu- 
cated at  the  convent  of  the  Little  Picpus ;  that  her 
mother  was  dead,  like  his;  that  her  fether's  name 
was  Fauchelevent,  that  he  was  veiy  good  and  gave 
a  great  deal  to  the  poor,  but  was  himself  poor,  and 
depnved  himself  of  eveiything,  while  depriving  her 
of  noting.    Strange  to  say,  in  the  kind  of  symphony 
which  Marius  had  lived  in  since  he  found  Cosette^

tgain,  the  past, /even  the  most  recent,  had  beoome  , 
•o  oonfWd  ui4  (Jistant  to  him  that  what  Coaetto 
told  hiiti  complotelj  satisfied  him.  He  did  not  even 
dream  of  lAtkfng  to  her  about  the  nocturnal  adventure 
in  the  ganet,  the  Th^nardiers,  the  burning,  the 
itrange  attitude  and  singular  flight  of  her  father. 
Marina  momentarilj  forgot  all  this ;  he  did  not  know 
at  night  what  he  had  done  in  the  morning,  where 
lie  had  breakfasted,  or  who  had  spoken  to  him ;  ho 
bad  a  song  in  his  ears  which  rendered  him  deaf  to 
every  other  thought,  and  he  only  existed  during  the 
hours  when  he  saw  Cosotte.  As  he  was  in  heaven 
at  that  tune,  it  was  perfectly  simple  that  he  should 
foiget  the  earth.  Both  of  Uiem  bore  languidly  the 
undefinable  weight  of  immaterial  joys ;  that  is  the 
way  in  which   those   somnambulists  called  lovers 

live. 

Alas  1  who  IB  there  that  has  not  ezperienoed  these 
things  f  Why  does  an  hour  arrive  When  we  emerge 
from  this  aiure,  and  why  does  life  go  on  afterwards  ? 

Love  almost  takes  the  pkice  of  thought  Love  is, 
indeed,  an  ardent  forgetfulness.  It  is  absurd  to  ask 
passion  for  logic ;  for  there  is  no  more  an  absolute 
logical  concatenation  in  the  human  heart  than  there 
k  A  perfect  geometric  figure  in  the  celestial  mechar 
Dism.  For  Cosette  and  Marius  nothing  more  existed 
than  Marius  and  Cosette ;  the  whole  universe  around 
them  had  fallen  into  a  gulf,  and  they  lived  in  a 
golden  moment,  with  nothing^  before  them,  noth- 
ing behind  them.  Marius  hardly  remembered  that 
Cosette  had  a  frither.  It  was  |>lotted  firom  his  brain 
bj  hi|  bedaidement    Of  what  did  these  loven 
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talk?  Ab  we  hA?e  leen,  of  flowen,  twaHowi,  tlie 
■etUng  sun,  the  rising  moon,  and  all  the  ImportMit ' 
thing!.  Thej  had  told  thomaolves  everything  eioept 
eyerything  r  for  the  everything  of  lovers  is  nothing. 
Of  what  use  would  it  be  to  talk  of  her  (kther,  the 
realities,  that  den,  those  bandits,  that  adventuro  f 
^nd  was  it  quite,  certain  that  the  nightmare  had 
existed  ?  Thej  wore  two,  they  adored  each  other, 
and  there  was  only  that,  there  was  nothbg  else.  It 
is  probable  that  this  obliteration  of  hell  behind  us 
is  essential  to  the  arrival  in  Paradise.  Have  we 
seen  demons?  Are  there  any?  Have  we  trembled? 
Have  we  suffered  ?  We  no  longer  know,  and  there 
is  a  roseate  cloud  over  it  all. 

Hence  these  two  beings  lived  in  this  way,  veiy 
high  up,  and  with  all  the  unverisirailitude  Which 
there  is  in  nature;  neither  at  the  nadir  nor  at  the 
lenith,  but  between  man  and  the  seraphu,  above  the  ) 
mud  and  below  the  ether,  in  the  clouds.

Jban  Valjiak  suflpeoted  nothing;  for  CoteUe, 
not  quite  tiioh  a  dreunor  m  Mariiu,  wm  gty, 
and  that  ■offioed  to  render  Jean  VaUe«i  happy. 
Ooeette's  thooghti,  her  tender  preoooupatiom,  and 
the  image  of  Mariw  whioh  filled  her  aoul,  removed 
none  of  the  incomparable  pnritj  of  her  iplendid, 
ohaate,  and  imiling  forehead  She  waa  at  the  age 
when  the  virgin  wean  her  love  aa  the  angel  wean 
ita  lilj.  Jean  Va^ean  was,  therefore,  happj ;  and, 
beaides,  when  two  loven  understand  each  other, 
things  always  go  well,  and  any  third  party  who 
might  trouble  their  love  is  kept  in  a  perfect  state  of 
blindness  by  a  small  number  of  precautions,  which 
are  always  the  same  with  all  lovers.  Hence  Gosette 
never  made  any  objections ;  if  he  wished  to  take  a 
walk,"  Veiy  good,  my  little  papa,"  and  if  he  stayed  at 
home,  yety  good,  and  if  he  wished  to  spend  the 
evening  with  Gosette,  shis  was  enchanted.  As  he 
always  retired  at  ten  o'clock  at  night,  on  those  occa- 
sions MiuTiis  did  not  reach  the  garden*  |U1  after  that 
hour,  when  he  heard  ftom  the  street  Oowtte  opening 
the  door.

Old  Toumuiint,  who  went  to  lied 
at  an  earlj  hoar,  only  thought  of  itlceping  so  aoon  an 
her  work  was  finished,  ai^  waa  ignonuit  of  eveij- 
thing,  like  Jean  VaUeaa.  ^         _        -       ^ 

'  Marina  never  let  foot  in  the  houM  when  he  waa 
with  Qoaetle  ;  they  ooooealed  thomaelvea  in  a  niolhe 
near  the  atepa  ao  as  not  to  be  teen  or  heard  from  the 
■tieet,  and  aat  there,  often  contenting  thenmclvea 
wHh  the  iole  oonvemation  of  preaiiing  hands  twenty 
timea  a  minute,  and  gadng  at  the  branohea  of  the 
treea.  At  such  moments,  had  a  thand«rbolt  fallen 
within  thirls^  fti0i'p1|,  them,  they  woCd^  not  have 
noticed  it,  so  jprofbdipr^rim^e  reveiyof  the  one  , 
absorbed  and  plunged  in  |iie  reveiy  of  the  othen 
limpid  puritiea,  and  spotlsss  boon  of  aln^oat  an- 
broken  iimilari^  t  This  species  of  love  is  a  oolleo- 
tion  of^llly  lea^  and  dove's  feathers.

True  lore  h 
luminoua  as  the  dawn,  and  silent  as  the  tomb.  8ti|l 
Courfeyrac  found  this  change  in  Marius,  thiit  he  hid 
a  beaming  taciturnity.  During  the  sweet  mohth  of 
M^,  Marina  and  Coaette  knew  this  immense  happi-

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We  miui  obmrve,  by  the  way,  ttiat  iWitt  ft  iM 
hiatorically  Huperimpoeed  on  Cseaar,  and  the  TibiB 
are  reserved  for  hiin,  Ceosar  and  Tacitus  are  two 
sacccssivo  phenomena,  whose  meeting 'aecms  to  be 
mysteriously  prevented  by  Him  who  regulates  the 
entrances  and  exits  on  the  stage  of  centuries. 
CflBsar  is  great,  Tacitus  is  great,  and  God  spares 
these  two  grandeurs  by  not  bringing  them  into  col> 
Udon.  The  judge,  in  striking  Caesar,  might  strike 
too  hard  and  be  unjust,  and  Ood  does  not  wish  that. 
The  great  wars  of  Africa  and  Spain,  the  CiliciAi 
pirates  destroyed,  civilization  intreduced  into  Qaul, 
Britain,  and  Gcnnany,  —  all  t^s  glory  covers  the  ;

The  facts  which  we  are  going  to  record  belong  to 
jhat  dramatic  and  living  reality  which  the  historian

but  they  contain  —  we  insist  upon  it  —  life,  heartr 
beats,  and  human  thrills.    Small  details,  as  we  think 

.  we  have  said,  are,  so  to  speak,  the  foliage  of  great 
eyeHis,  ai^ii  are  lost  in  the  distance  of  history.  The 
period  called  the  riots  abounds  in  details  of  tWs 
nature,  and  the  judicial  inquiries,  thrr^uigh  other  thtti 
historic  reaaooff,  have  not  revealed  everything,  or 
perhapa  itadied  it  We  are,  therefore,  going  to 
bring  into  light  among  the  peculiarities  known  and 
published,  things  which  are  not  known  and  facts 
ov^  wUch  the  foigetfulness  of  some  and  the  death 
of  othere  have  pawed.  Most  of  the  actors  in  these 
giemtic  scenes  have  disappeared.  On  the  next  day 
J^  held  their  tongues,  but  we  may  say  that  we  saw 
what  we  are  iibo|it  to  narrate.

IH  the  ppring  of  1833,  althmigli  f^  Awy^onthi 
cholera,  hiwi  chilled  mindii  and  ca«t  over  theitiigita. 
tion  a  BpeoieB  of  dull  calm,  Paris  had  been  for  >  long 
time  ready  for  a  commotion.     An  we  have  wid,  the 
great  citj  resembles  a  piece  of  artillery  when  it  w 
loaded,  -a  spark  need  only  fall  and  the  gun  goes 
In  June,  1839,  the,  spark  was  the  death  of  «««««-, 
Lamarque.    Lamai|que  was  a  man  of  renown  and  of 
action,  and  had  dijiplayed  in  succession,  under  the 
Empwe  and  the  Restoration,  the  two  braveries  necea- 
Miry  for  the  two  epochs,  -  the  bravery  of  the  battle 
field  and  the  bravery  of  the  oratorical  tribune.    We 
was  eloquent  as  he  had  been  valiant,  and  a  sword 
was  felt  in  his  words ;  like  Foy,  his  predecessor^r 
holding  the  command  erect,  he  held  liberty  erect ; 
be  sat  between  the  Left  and  the  extreme  Left,  be. 
loved  by  the  people  because  he  accepted  the  chances 
of  the  fiiture,  and  beloved  by  the  mob  ^^M 
had  served  the  Emperor  well.    Hef  was  with  Gerard 
and  Drouet  one  of  the  Napoleon's  marshals  m  petto, 
and  the  treaties  of  1815  affected  him  like  a  PWSon>l 
insult.    He  hated  Wellington  with  a  direct  hatred, 
fwhicb  pleased  the  multitude,  and  for  the  bwt  seventeen 
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yoam,  icafccly  iiayiiig  aitciiiion  to  iiitoniiodiato  ovcnU, 
ho  had  tii%joMtic»lljr  nunMxl  hiM  grief  for  Waterloo.    lu 
hiM  Jjing  hour  he  preiMcd  to  hi«  hearj  a  iword  which 
the  officera  of  the  Hundred    Days  had  given   him ; 
aiid  while  Nnpoloou  died  uttering  the  word  army,    / 
Lauiarquo  died  pronouncing  the  word  country.     Hit 
dtath,  whioh  wan  ox|)ected,  wan  feared  bj  the  people 
mm  km,  and  by  the  Government  an  an  opportuni^.

llie  hearae  paned  the  Baatille,  followed  the  canal, 
croiaed  the  abudl  bridge,  and  reached  the  esplanade 
of  the  brid|^  of  Austerliti,  where  it  halted.  At  thia 
moment  a  bird'a^e  view  of  the  crowd  woold  haver 
offered  the  appiearance  J^k  comet,  whose  head  was : 
"on  the  esplamMle,  and  Ipboie  tail  was  prolonged  upon 
the  boolefaicLif^  ihr  as  the  Porte  St  Martin.  A 
drole  was  Israoed  round  the  hearM,  and  the  vast 
crowd  was  hushed.  Lafisyette  spoke,  and  Iwide  ikre- 
well  to  Lamarque :  it  was  a  toucUng  and  august 
moment,  —  all  heads  were  uncovered,  and  all  hearta 
beat  All  at  o^  a  man  on  horseback,  dressed  in 
bl^ok,  appeared  in  the  middle  of  the  group  with  a 
red  flag,  though  others  saj  with  a  pike  surmounted 
by  a  red  cap.  Lafityette  turned  his  head  away,  and 
l^celmans  left  the  procession.  This  red  flag  lumosed 
a  storm  and  dia^>peared  in  it :  from  the  Bratevard 
Bonrdon  to  the  bridge  of  Austerlits  one  of  those

In  the  Rue  dee  Nonidndi^rae, 
A  weli^lreMed  bourgeob,  who  h^l  a  large  ■toniaoh 
a  lonorous  voice,  bald  head,  loftj  forehead,  black 
beard,  and  one  of  thoae  rough  mouataohea  which 
oannot    be    kept    from    briaUing,    publiolj    offered 
ojrtridgee   to  paMeni.bj.

a  network  of  streeta  more  tangled  than  a  foreat 
The  aodety  of  the  Friends  of  the  People  had,  it  was 
■aid,  taken  the  direction  of  the  inaurrection  in  the 
Salute  Avoye  district,  and  a  plan  of  Paris  was  found 
on  the  body  of  a  man  killed  in  the  Rne  du  Ponceau. 

What  had  really  assumed  the  direction  of  the  in- 
■orraotion  was  a  sort  of  unknown  impetuosity  that 
was  m  the  atmosphere.  The  insurrection  had  sud- 
denly boilt  barricades  with  one  hand,  and  with  the 
other  seiied  nearly  all  the  garrison  posts.  In  lees 
than  three  hours  the  insurgents,  like  a  powder-train

About  all  in  the  evening  the  PaMage  du  Saumon 
Iwoanje  the  battle-Held  ;  the  riotera  wera  at  one  end 
and  the  troopa  at  the  other,  and  thej  fired  from  one 
gate  at  the  other.     An  obaerver,  a  dreamer,  tlie 
author  of  thia  book,  who  had  gone  to  have  a  near 
look  at  the  volcano,  found  himaelf  caught  between 
two  ^rea  in  the  paaaage,  and  had  nothing  to  protect 
him  from  the  bullcta  but  the  projecting  mmii^lumna 
which  uaed  to  aepaiate  the  ahopa;  he  waa  nearir  " 
ha^f  an  hour  in  thia  delicate  poaition.

By  the  aid  of  tinie  and  rain  a  humble  gastronomio 
notice  had  become  a  profound  counsel.  In  this  way 
'0k  happened  that  Hucheloup,  not  knowing  French, 
had  known  Latin,  had  brought  philosophy  oat  of  thf, 
kitchen,  and  while  simply  wishing  to  eclipse  Cartaie, 
equalled  Horace.  And  the  striking  thing  was  that 
this  also  meant  **  enter  my  inn."  Nothing  of  all  this 
exists  at  the  present  day;  the  Mond^tour  Uibyrinth 
was  gutted  and  widened  in  1847,  and  probably  is 
no  longer  to  be  found.  T^e  Rue  de  la  Chanvrerie 
and  Cormth  have  disappeared  under  the  pavement 
of  the  Rue  Rambuteau.  As  we  have  said,  Corinth 
'was  a  meeting-plaoe,  if  not  a  gathering-plaoe,  of 
Courfeyrao  and  his  friends,  and  it  waa  Qrantaire 
who  diiicoTered  it  He  went  in  for  the  sake  of  the 
earpB  ho  nw,  and  returned  for  the  sake  of  the 
caip  em  griu.

Two  servantgirb,  called  Mate- 
lote and  Oibelotte,  and  who  were  never  known  bj 
other  names,  helped  Mame  Hucheloup  m  placing

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CHAPTER  IL

.  being  hovering  ot«r  Piri«  »l  thiii  momenl, 
™^.  the  wings  of  a  bat  of  an  owl,  would  have  had 
^  gloomy  ■pcctacic  under  hl«  cyea,    Tlie  enUre  old 
diatrict  of  the  markctn,  which  in  like  a  citj  within  a 
city,  which  is  travcrmxi  by  the  lluon  8t  I)enia  and 
8t  Martin,  and  by  a  thouiiaiul  lanen  which  the  inllu^ 
genta  had  converted  into  their  redoubt  and  arsenal, 
would  have  awpcare*!  like  an  enormoua  black  hole 
dug  in  the  cenSs  of  I^aria.     Here  the  eye  ietUed  on 
■n  abyM,  and,  owing  t*.  the  broken  lamps  and  the 
cloeed  Bhuttem,  all  brilliancy,  life,  noiw,  and  move- 
ment  had  ceaaed  in  it    The  invisible  police  of  the 
k«volt  were  watching  everywhere  and   maintaining 
order,  that  is  to  say,  night    To  hide  the  small  num- 
ber  in  a  vast  obscurity,  and  to  multiply  each  com- 
batant  by  the    possibilities   which    this    obscunty 
contains,  this  is  the  necessary  tactics  of  insurreo- 
tion.  and  at  nightfall  every  window  in  which  a  candle 
gleatoed  received  a  bullet;    the  light  was  extin- 
gidSied,  and  sometimes  the  occupant  killed.    Hence, 
nothing  stirred ;  there  was  nought  but  terror,  moum- 
,  ing,  and  stupor  in  the  houses,  and  in  the  streets  a 
'ibort  of  sacied  horror.    Not  even  the  long  rmn  of

Ihera  indiNtiiict  Klmmii,  which  niailo  the  broken  Mul 
■tranKo  linoii,  antl  tiic  profile  of  HinKul*r  buildiuK% 
■Und  out,  Mimcthing  like  flaiiheii  flitting  through 
r«lM ;  ftt  Huch  MpotN  wore  the  barrioadon.  The  reil 
ft  Uko  of  tkrkmmH  and  mjriitery,  oppriMive  jumI 
i^ibofV  which  mottonlom  Mid  niouniM  oul> 
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\\t\m  roiA,  —  the  Tc»wcr  of  8t  Jacquos,  8t   Merry 
§-    ohuroh,  Aod  two  or    three  other  of  Ummio  grand    ^ 
fdiflcofi  of  which  man  makcH  giantH  ami  night  phan* 
tornn.     All  around  thin  dcm'rtcd  and  alarming  labjh 
rinth,  in  thono  diMtpk-tit  where  the  circulation  of  l*ttfi| 
wan  not  HtopiMxl,  and  where  a  few  lam{Ni  gliatenod^ 
the  aerial   olmerver  would   have  diHtinguiiihed   th« 
metallic  Hcintillation  of  bajonotH,  the  dull  rolling  of     f| 
artillery,  and  the  buzz  of  mlent  battalions  which  wat     1 
augmented  every  moment ;  it  waa  a  formidable  belt, 
■lowly  contracting  and  cloHing  in  om  the  revolli 

The  invested  district  was  now  but  a  ipeciea  of  ^ 
monstrous  cavern  ;  everything  seemed  there  asleep  or  . 
motiimless,  and,  as  we  have  seen,  each  of  the  street!     - 
by  which  it  could  bo  approached  only  offered  dark- 
ness.    It  was  a  stem  darkness,  full  of  snares,  full  of 
unknown  and  formidable  colliHioiui,'into  whiek  it  waa 
terrifying  to  i^uetrato  and  horrible  to  remain,  where 
those  who  entered    shuddered    before  those    who 
awaited  them,  and  those  who  awaited  shuddered  be- 
fore those  who  were  about  to  come.    Invisible  com- 
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batMito  wero  inironohed  at  the  corner  of  every  itreet, 
like  MpulchnJ  trape  hidden  in  the  thiokne*  of  tlio 
night    It  WM  all  over ;    no  other  light  could   be 
hoped  fbr  there  henceforth  save  the  flash  of  mudietrjr, 
no  other  meeting  than  the  luddon  and  rapid  appari- 
tion of  death.    Where,  how,  when,  they  did  not 
Imow,  Imt  it  waa  certain  and  inevitable :  there,  in 
the  ipot  marked  out  for  the  contest,  the  Government 
fuA  the  insurrection,  the  National  Guards  a|»d  the 
popular  society,  the  bourgeoisie  and  the  rioters,  wer6 
about  to  grope  their  way  toward  one  another.    There 
waa  the  same  necessity  fDr  both  sides,  and  the  only 
issue  henceforth  possible  was  to  be  killed  or  conquer. 
It  was  such  an  extreme  situation,  such  a  powerful 
obscurity,  that  the  most  timid  felt  resolute  and  the 
most  daring  terrified.    On  both  sides,  however,  there 
was  equal  ftuy,  obstinacy,  and  determination ;  on  one 
side  advancing  was  death,  and  no  one  dreamed  of 
recoiling;  on  the  other,  remaining  was  death,  and 
no  one  thought  of  flying.    It  was  necessai^  that  all 
■hould  be  over  by  the  morrow,  that  the  victory 
should  be  with  one  side  or  the  other,  and  the  in- 
•uneotion   either  become  a  revolution  or  a  riot 
The  Government  understood  this  as  well  as  the 
partisans,  and  the  smallest  tradesman  felt  it    Hence 
came  an  a({oniiing  thought  with  the  impenetrable 
gloom  of  this  district,  where  all  was  about  to  be 
decided;  hence  came  a  redoubled  anxiety  around 
this  silence,  whence  a  catastrophe  was  going  to  issue. 
Only  one  sound  could  be  heard,  —  a  sound  as  heart- 
rending as  a  death-rattle  and  as  menacing  as  a  male- 
diction, the  tocsin  of  St  Meny.    Nothing  could  be 
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•o  ohllliog  M  the.oUunor  of  this  dbtnoted  and  detpdr- 
ing  bell  m  it  Umented  io  the  darkneM. 

At  often  happeiw,  nature  teemed  to  hate  oonM  to 
an  onderttanding  with  what  men  were  goihg  to  do, 
and  nothing  deranged  the  moumftil  harmonica  of  the 
whole  Msene.  The  ttara  had  diaappeared,  and  heavy 
oloudt  filled  ihe  entire  horiion  with  their  melanoholj 
mattes.  There  wat  a  black  aky  over  theae  dead 
ttreett,  at  if  an  intente  pall  were  caat  over  the  im- 
mente  tomb.  While  a  thoroughly  political  battle 
waa  preparing  on  the  tame  site  whkh  had  already 
witnetted  to  many  revolutionary  events,  —  whde  the 
youth,  the  teoret  attodationt,  and  the  tchoola  in  the 
name  of  prinoiplea,  and  the  middle  claaaet  in  the  name 
of  intereatt,  were  coming  together  to  tiy  a  final  fhll, 
—  while  everybody  wat  hurrying  up  and  appealing  to 
the  latt  and  dedtive  hour  of  the  oritit,  iij^pl^  dia- 
tanoe  and  beyond  that  fatal  dittriot,  at  tJHi  lowest 
deptht  of  the  unfathomable  oavitiea  of  that  old 
wretched  Parit  which  it  diaappearing  under  the 
tplendor  of  happy  and  opulent  Pkrit,  t|ie  gloomy 
voioe  of  the  people  could  be  heard  hoaiad^  jprowling. 
It  it  a  ttartling  and  tacred  voice,  oompoaed  of  the 
yell  of  the  brute  and  the  word  of  Qod/which  terrifies 
the  weak  and  wamt  the  wite,  and  which  at  once 
comes  fh>m  below  like  the  voice  of  the  lion,  and  firom 
above  like  the  voice  of  thunder. 
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JiyouB  had  reaohed  tlie  mvkeU ;  Umto  all  waa 


lalflMr;  darkar,  and  eT«n  more  motioiiiMB  than  is 
the  ndghboring  etreets.    It  aeemed  aa  if  th«  froaen 
pause  of  the  tomb  had  iwiied  from  the  grom^and 
apraad  over  the  iky.   A  ruddy  tinge/howeverJH|(ht 
out  from  the  black  baokground  the  tall  rodrV^tho 
honaea  whieh  barred  the  Roe  de  la  GhaiiVrerie  on 
the  aide  of  St  Euataohe.    It  waa  the  refleetioD  of 
the  toroh  burning  on  the  Corinth  barricade,  and 
Marina  walked  toward  that  ruddy  line;  it  led  him 
lo  the  Maroh^  anx  Ptoir^  and  he  caught  a  gUmpae 
of  the  Rue  dea  Pitehenra^  into  which  h^  turned. 
The  aentiy  of  tlfis  inaurgebta  watching  at  the  other 
end  did  not  notice  him ;  he  fslt  himaelf  quite  doaa 
to  what  he  waa  aeeking,  and  he  walked  on  tiptoeb 
Mp  thna  leaohed  the  comer  of  that  abort  piece  of 
the  Mond^tour  lane  which  waa,  aa  will  be  remem- 
bered,  the  aole*  commnnksation  which  E^jolraa  had 
maintained  with  the  outer  wodd.

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WM  liiiBMlf  borM,  tie  notioed  a  1lttl«  Hght  ma  the 
ptvwMnt,  a  portion  of  a  wiiie.«liop,  a  lamp  fliokering 
fai  a  aort  of  ahapclata  niohe,  aod  men  orooohing  down 
with  gmia  on  their  kn^ea,— all  thia  waa  aoarae  ten 
jarda  from  him,  and  waa  the  interior  of  the  barrioada. 
The  houaea  that  lined  the  righthand  tide  of  the  kne 
hid  from  him  the  reat  of  the  wine-ahop,  the  large 
barrioade,  and  the  flag.  Marina  had  but  one  etep 
to  take,  and  then  the  unhappy  yoni^^  man  Mt  down 
^m  %^pmk,  folded  hia  anna,  aod  thonght  of  hit

He  had  accepted,  when  it 
waa  neceiaarj,  eveiy  extremitj ;  he  had  iUrrendered 
hia  reacquired  inviolabilitj  as  ;nah»  given  up  hia 
Uberty,  riaked  hia  head,  loat  everything  and  Buffered 
evetything,  and  he  had  remained  diaintcreeted  and 
atoical  to  such  an  extent  that  at  timea  he  seemed 
to  be  oblivioua  of  self,  like  a  martyr.  Hia  oonaoience, 
hardened  to  all  poeaible  iwaaulta  of  advenity,  might 
aeem  quite  impregnable;  but  any  one  who  had  now 
gaiod  into  hia  heart  would  hav^  been  compelled  to 
allow  that  it  waa  growing  weak.  In  truth,  of  all  the 
torturea  he  hod  undergbne  in  this  long  trial  to  which 
fote  subjected  him,  this  was  the  moat  formidable, 
and  nev^  had  such  a  vise  held  him  before.  He  felt 
the  myaterioua  agitation  of  all  his  hitent  aensibilitiea, 
he  felt  tlie  twitching  of  an  unknown  fibre.  Alas  t 
the  supreme  trial,  we  may  say  the  sole  trtfd,  is  the 
loss  of  the  being  whom  we  love.
